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A STATEN ISLAND MYSTERY. 


Men Find a Woman’s Body When 
Searching for a Man’s Corpse 
Which Had Been Seen. 


The police of Richmond have a double 
mystery on their hands. Men went search- 
ing for the body of a man reported to be in 
the woods on Grymes Hill, and instead of 
finding a man’s body they found under a 


heap of underbrush the body of a woman. 

The woman had been dead some time. 

She was shot by her own hand apparently, 

for a revolver lay beside her, but this does 

pot explain the underbrush piled upon the 
y. 

A woman whose name is not known start- 
ed the search for the man’s body. She said 
she was out gathering wood on the Cunard 
homestead on Grymes Hill, and had gath- 
ered an armful when she came upon the 
body of a man, The body had on a black 
coat, striped trousers, and russet shoes. 

She said she was frightened and hurried 
home. She was positive in her assertions, 
and the description of the clothing leaves 
little doubt that she saw the body of a man 
where she says she did. 

Who the woman who told this story was 
no one has as yet ascertained. She told it 
at Byron’s Hotel, in Concord. Those who 
heard her oo that every one else 
knew her, and did not bother to ask her 
name. It was not until late at night after 
the subsequent developments that the po- 
lice began to try and find her, and then it 
came to light that not one in the crowd 
which listened\to her story knew who she 
was. 

Thomas Donohue and Richard Wall, two 
of the party who heard the story, organ- 
ized a searchin party and started for 
Grymes Hiil. € party had only two’ lan- 
terns, and had to keep together, and the 
search was slow, but the search after 
an hour’s work, found the bod of the wo- 
man, which was in an advanced estate of de- 
“the police heard nothing of 

The police he nothing of the affair un- 
til almost midnight, when they were told of 
the arrival of the body at the Morgue from 
the Coroner’s office. The woman appears to 
have been about twenty-five years old. 
She was 5 feet 6 inches in height. She 
weighed about 130 pounds. The clothing 
was good. There was a purse containing 
42 cents in a pocket. 

The police and those who heard the un- 
known woman’s story believe there is a 
second body in the woods. 
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HUNDREDS KILLED 
IN A HURRICANE 


Fierce Storm Plays Havoc in 
the West Indies. 


FORTY THOUSAND HOMELESS 


Kingston, the Capital of St. Vin- 
cent, Reported Totally De- 
stroyed. 


CABLES ARE CUT OFF 


A Tidal Wave Accompanies the Winds, 
and Many Estates Are Laid Waste 
—No Accurate Estimate of the 
Devastation and Loss, 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Advices were re- 
ceived here late to-night saying that a ter- 
rible hurricane has swept over Barbados, 
in the Windward group of the Lesser An- 
tilles. Two hundred persons have been 
killed and 40,000 rendered homeless. 


ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, Sept. 
14.—According to the latest reports from St. 
Lucia the storm which broke upon the Asl- 
and Sunday night developed almost unprec- 
edented violence, being accompanied by a 
tidal wave and tremendous rains. Numerous 
landslides were caused, and many houses, 
bridges, and cocoa estates have been de- 
stroyed. At least twelve lives have been 
lost. 

Guadeloupe, the French island in the Lee- 
ward group, has experienced very heavy 
weather. Nineteen deaths are reported, and 
there have been destructive landslides. 

A boat from the Island of St. Vincent, 
100 miles west of Barbados, arrived to-day 
at the Island of Grenada and reports that 
St. Vincent has experienced the most violent 
and destructive cyclone ever known there. 
Kingston, the capital of St. Vincent, is to- 
tally destroyed. It is estimated that 300 
lives have been lost in that island, and that 
20,000 people are homeless. The bodies of 
the dead are being buried in trenches. Thou- 
sands are starving or being fed at the pub- 
lic expense. 

The amount of property destroyed in St. 
Vincent cannot yet be estimated. Every 
small house is down and many large ones 
have been destroyed. The demolished build- 
ings include churches, stores, and almost all 
the estate buildings. Three large ships are 
ashore on the windward coast, and many 
smaller vessels are stranded. 

No information is obtainable here from) 
Barbadoes as to the results of the threat- 
ened hurricane of last Saturday night. 
Communication is cut off and the worst is 
feared. 


TERRITORY OF THE STORM. 


The Islands Swept by the Winds Have 
Been Frequently Visited in 
Similar Manner. 


The islands of the West Indies are fre- 
quently visited at this time of the year by 
severe storms of cyclonic nature, which 
originate in that locality. Those storms 
generally pass northward, covering an im- 
mense area, and doing considerable damage 
along the Atlantic coast. Guadeloupe, the 
French island in the Leeward group, which 
has felt the effect of the present disturb- 
ance, is the most important of the French 
possessions in the West Indies. It consists, 
properly speaking, of two islands, separated 
by a narrow channel not more than 30 to 
100 yards broad, called the Riviére Salée, 
or Salt River. This stream is navigable for 
small vessels. The area of the Guadeloupe, 
including dependencies, is 625 square miles. 
The island is traversed by a mountain 
range, but most of the country is flat, 
marshy, and unhealthy. Three-fourths of 
the population are colored. 

St. Vincent, one of the British West In- 
dia Islands, which has suffered most se- 
verely from the hurricane, has an area of 
132 square miles. A ridge of volcanic hills 
stretches from north to south. A volcano is 
situated in the northwestern portion of the 
island called the Souffriere, which has fre- 
quently been in violent eruption. The popu- 
lation of St. Vincent in 1891 was about 41,- 
000. Kingston, the capital of the island, 
is situated near the southwest extremity. 
Its population is over 5,500. Of the entire 
population of the island, it is estimated that 
30,000 are African negroes. Sugar is one 
of the principal exports, as the fertile fields 
make excellent growing country for the 
cane. 

St. Lucia, another of the British West 
India Islands, is situated in the Windward 
group, and has an area of 242 square miles; 
its chief town is Castries. The population 
of the island is 30,000. St. Lucia is char- 
acterized as the home of the venomous rep- 
tile styled the fer-de-lance by the natives, 
which abounds on the sugar plantations, 
causing a number of deaths annually. Brill- 
jiant electrical storms take place among the 
hills of the island, while the outside sea is 
calm and clear. These storms are often 
witnessed by passing vessels. 

Barbados is 2 possession of Great Brit- 
ain, and is twenty-one miles long, having an 
area of 166 square miles. Bridgetown is the 
capital of the island, which has its own leg- 
islation, and is the most important member 
of the colony of the Windward Islands. The 
population in 1891 was 182,322. The island 
is almost encircled by coral reefs, which 
render the approach to the coast extremely 
dangerous. A majority of the inhabitants 
are negroes. 

The most disastrous hurricane ever known 
to have originated in“the West Indies was 
in August, 1873. It resulted in appalling de- 
struction among the islands and destroyed 
over 1,000 vessels on our Atlantic Coast, 
The rate of| progression of these storm 
centres is often fifty miles an hour, while 


the winds composing the body of the storm 
occasionally reach the velocity of over 
eighty miles an hour. During a hurricane 
in August, 1871, the observers in Florida of 
the United States Army Signal Corps re- 
corded a velocity of eighty-five miles an 
hour. The diameter of the cyclone often ex- 
ceeds a thousand miles, and generally in- 
creases as the storm advances. 

A dispatch from St. Thomas, Danish West 
Indies, dated Monday last, said the latest 
advices received there, late on Saturday 
evening, indicated that a hurricane was ap- 
proaching. Shortly after this dispatch was 
received cable communication was inter- 
rupted. . 


SENATOR HOAR DECLINES. 


Not Well Enough to Accept Ambassa- 
dorship to England—Post Offered 
to Secretary Long. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—It is under- 
Stood to-night that Senator Hoar has de- 
clined the President's offer of the Ambassa- 
dorship to England. He withheld his de- 
cision in the matter as long as possible, as 
he was very anxious to oblige the President, 
although averse personally to accepting the 
responsible duties of the post in the present 
State of his health. 

As soon as the President learned that 
Mr. Hoar would not accept he offered the 
post to Secretary Long. This‘ was done 
yesterday, and it is believed that Mr. Long 
will decline also. If he does, it will be 
upon the ground that the health of his wife 
is such that it would be impossible for him 
to attend to the social demands of the po- 
sition. 

It was learned to-night in this connection 
that the post of Secretary of State was 
tendered to Mr. Long when Mr. Sherman 
resigned, and that the Secretary of the 
Navy declined for the same reason that 
leads him to reject the tempting offer of the 
English Ambassadorship. 


THE PRESIDENT’S COMMISSION. 


Mr. McKinley Apparently Determined 
to Have an Investigation of War 
Department Branches. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Up to this time 
the President has procured four, perhaps 
five, members of his commission to investi- 
gate certain branches of the War Depart- 
ment. The men who have actually accept- 
ed the invitation are Dr. Gilman and Col. 
willingness to accept or whose acceptance 
Sexton. Those who have signified their 
has been assured by their friends, are Dr. 
Keene, Gen. Dodge and Col. E. P. Howell. 

The list of those who have refused the 
proffer of a seat on the commission has now 
increased to seven, and is as follows: La- 
mont, Lincoln, Schofield, Eustis, Endicott, 
Gordon, and Manderson. It is also reported 
that Col. Denby, who is just from his mis- 
sion in China, declined appointment. 

It is said that the President is a little 
annoyed by the reports that he thinks of 
abandoning the investigation. The criticism 
the project has already aroused is not pleas- 
ant to him, and especially the suggestion 
that the commission will be without author- 
ity and cannot enforce the attendance or 
testimony of witnesses. He has caused it to 
be given out that he has no intention of 
abandoning the scheme, and that he will 
certainly get enough members to make a 
Suitable investigation. 

Another criticism that has annoyed the 
President is the statement that has been 
made repeatedly that the investigation 
should not, be confined to the Medical, Quar- 
termaster’s, and Commissary Departments, 
but should take in the entire War Depart- 
ment, so as to cover the management of the 
war, and not one or two portions of it. It 
is believed that the President is averse to a 
wholesale investigation, because it would be 
a@ practical mvoorigption of Secretary Alger 
as head of the ar Department, and of 
himself as Commander in Chief of the army 
and navy and consequent source of Mr. 
Alger’s authority. 

owever this may be, the President seems 
determined to have some sort of investiga- 
tion, and to have it limited to certain sub- 
ordinate brancnes of the War Department. 
This does not satisfy those who have de- 
manded a sweeping investigation. An offi- 
cial said to-day that such a restricted in- 
vestigation would not satisfy the country, 
and that those who feel that wrong man- 
agement has been at the bottom of the suf- 
ferirg of the troops in Cuba and elsewhere 
will ge to Congress for such an inquiry 
as will include the highest as well as tne 
lowest officials. 

It is generally believed here that if the 
matter had not reached so advanced a 
stage the President would gladly drop the 
entire matter and leaver it for Congress to 
handle. The refusal of such men as Lin- 
coln, Lamont, and Schofield to serve on the 


commission has not been gratifying to Mr..

M. CAMBON VISITS BOSTON. 


Says He Is Surprised to Find It So 
Large and Fine a City. 


BOSTON, Sept. 14.—M. Cambon, the 
French Ambassador to the United States, 
was here to-day, accompanied by his son, 
M. Cambon had never been in this city be- 


fore. He said in a brief conversation this 
noon that he had no idea that the city was 
so large. 

* “ Your business centre,” he said, pointin

“ And these avenues here,”’ indicating the 
smooth thoroughfare before his hotel and 
the other streets in the Back Bay, “ they 
are finer than Fifth Avenue, in New York, 
by far, and I have seen nothing to compare 
with them in any of the other cities I have 
visited.

TELL-TALE BOOK FROM THE SEA. 


Accounts of the Paymaster of the 
Colon Washed Up at Newport, R. I. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 14.—While pass- 
ing along Second Beach a few days ago 
Philip Peckham, who resides in Middle- 
town, noticed a book in the surf, and fishing 
it out took it home.

The lat- 
ter found that it was the account book 
of the Paymaster of the Spanish cruiser 
Cristobal Colon. The last record of the 
book shows a balance of 43,362 pesetas, and 
is dated June 1, 1898. 

It is not believed that the book floated 
here from Cuba. One theory is that it was 
thrown overboard from one of the convert- 
ed cruisers engaged in taking Spanish pris- 
oners from Santiago to Portsmouth. An- 
other hypothesis is that the book, showing 
a balance in the hands of the Paymaster at 
the time of the destruction of Cervera’s 
fleet, was thrown overboard, for obvious 
reasons. 


COL. R. M. JOHNSTON ILL. 


Novelist Is in Baltimore City Hospital 
in a Critical Condition. 


BALTIMORDB, Md., Sept. 14.—Col. Rich- 
ard Malcolm Johnston, the novelist, who 
has been sick in the City Hospital for sev- 
eral weeks, is reported to be in a most crit- 
ica] condition to-night, and the physicians 
at the institution express little hope of his 
recovery. 

Col. Johnson has been a contributor to 
the leading magazines for a number of 

ears. His best-known work is the “‘ Dukes- 
borough Tales,”’ a collection of short stories 
illustrative of life in Georgia, where the 
author was born and lived for many years. 

Col. Johnston served in the Confederate 
Army during the civil war. He was edu- 
cated at the Mercer University, and occu- 

ied the Chair of English Literature at the 

niversity of Georgia for some time, He 
has lived in this city for the past thirty 
years, , 
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THE PHILIPPINES QUESTION 


Our Peace Commissioners to Con- 
fer Upon It To-day in 
Washington. 


ISLANDS MAY BE RETAINED 


Believed in Washington that a Major- 
ity of the Commission Is in 
Favor of Holding the 
Entire Group. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Peace 
Commissioners that are in this city, Messrs. 
Day, Davis, and Reid, called upon the Pres- 
ident to-day and had an informal confer- 
ence with him, Senators Frye and Gray 
will come in to-night, and the entire com- 
mission will meet at the office of the Sec- 
retary of State to-morrow and hold a con- 
ference upon the Philippine question. 

After talking with the President to-day, 
Senator Davis and Mr. Reid called at the 
office of the Secretary of State and were 
engaged in conference with Judge Day for 
about two hours. 

On Friday the commission will dine with 
the President, and again discuss with him 
the various phases of the intricate ques- 
tions they will have to settle in Paris. To- 
morrow the members of the commission 
will consider all branches of the question 
and go over the history of the case with 
Judge Day, who is familiar with it from 
first to last. 

Little could be learned to-day as to the 
position of the severai members upon the 
question of the retention of the whole or 
part of the Philippines. As stated yester- 
day, the only thing de*ermined upon is the 
retention of the Island of Luzon. Whether 
the commission will go further than this is 
not definitely known, though it is believed 
that a majority of the body favors holding 
the entire group. 


Three Aspects of the Case. 


There are three distinct aspects of the 
ease. Either this country must hold the 
islands itself, turn them over to the insur- 
gents, or hand them back to Spain. It is not 
considered possible for the United States to 
deliver the Archipelago into the hands of 
any other power than Spain. 

If the American forces are withdrawn and 
the islands left to the insurgents, far worse 
trouble is feared than could possibly result 
from the attempt to hold the group. It is 
confidently expected that wholesale massa- 
cre would follow, the Spaniards be exter- 
minated, and the islands given over to a 
reign of bloodshed and terror. 

So unpopular is the idea of handing back 
to Spanish rule an inch of territory that 
has escaped it, either through the direct or 
indirect interference of this country, that 
the Peace Commission will not give it a 
thought, it is believed. If this be true, the 
demand of the Peace Commission would be 
the same as has been made upon Spain with 
reference to Cuba and Puerto Rico—to clear 
out. After that, this country could také up 
and settle the problems that’ might there- 
after arise. 

It is thought by politicians here that no 
matter what course this country determines 
upon, the Commissioners will practically 
have only to make a demand upon Spain, 
which this country would be compelled to 
enforce, by arms if necessary. It seems to 
be agreed that the continuance of Spanish 
rule in those islands will not be tolerated 
in any circumstances, and that, therefore, 
there is nothing to discuss with the Span- 
ish representatives, as the representatives 
of this country would not debate the ques- 
tion of the policy of this country in matters 
that no longer concerned Spain. 

The further question as to the disposi- 
tion of the Philippines is one, it is said, 
that will have to be solved with the insur- 
gents or the majority of the natives. If 
the United States is to oust Spain, it does 
not concern the Spanish Government what 
disposition may be made of the islands. 

No Policy Yet Decided Upon. 


The commission is very much afraid that 
its real policy may be disclosed before it 
meets the Spanish Commissioners in Paris. 
They think it would embarrass them ‘in the 
discussions. It seems pretty clear, however, 
that no policy has as yet been agreed upon, 
further than the determination to hold 
Luzon at any cost. 

For the rest, the commission awaits fur- 
ther information from the President, who, 
in turn, awaits the clearer and more em- 
phatic announcement of the people. If the 
retention of the Philippines is seen to be 
popular, the Philippines will be retained. 
This is about the extent of the President’s 
and the Peace Commissioners’ policy. 


READY TO GIVE UP THE PHILIPPINES 


Spanish Politicians Would Trade 
Them for Economic Advantages. 


LONDON, Sept. 15.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 

*“ The politicians for the most part favor 
an entire renunciation of the Philippines in 
exchange for economic advantages.’”’ 

The Standard says editorially this morn- 
ing: 

“Spain appears reconciled, knowing that, 
whatever differences may arise in the peace 
negotiations, she is bound to yield. 

“As to reports that indemnity will beele- 
manded, the United States knows that no 
money can be got out of Spain, and is 
therefore unlikely to make such a demand 
seriously. If the United States secures 
Luzon it is most probable that Spain will 
give up the remainder of the islands as a 
useless incumbrance.” 


BIG INDEMNITY CLAIM TALKED OF. 


Madrid Paper Says $20,000,000 Will Be 
Demanded for American Citizens, 


MADRID, Sept. 14.—A painful impression 
has been caused here by a statement made 
by the Pais, saying the United States in- 
tends to demand $20,000,000 indemnity in 
behalf of American citizens who have suf- 
fered through the insurrection in Cuba. 

The Spanish Peace Commissioners will 
strongly oppose this, it is claimed, but fears 
prevail that the United States will become 
pitiless and press its advantage to the ut- 
most.

JAPAN FAVORS AMERICAN RULE. 


Wants Us to Hold the Philippines to 
Advance Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The newspapers 
reaching the State Department in the of- 
ficial mails from the East show that the al- 
most uniyersal expressién in the public 
press of Japan is in favor of the United 
States hqlding permanently and governing 
the Philippine Islands. 

‘The position taken is that this will be in 
the interest of peace and commercé and 
good government. The editorials insist that 
this is the only issue of the matter that will 
satisfy the highest interests of the islands 
and the demands of civilization. The papers 
declare that the United States, in assuming 
the control of the islands, will receive the 
moral support, if not the active co-opera- 
tion, of Japan and Great Britain. 


SPANISH CORTES PROROGUED. 


Decree Ends a Stormy Session of the 
Senate—D’Almenas and Rivera 
May Fight. 


MADRID, Sept. 14.—The Premier, Sefior 
Sagasta, has obtained the Queen Regent’s 
signature to a decree proroguing the Cortes, 
and with it ended a stormy session of the 
Senate, 

Gen. Primo de Rivera had demanded an 
inquiry into his administration of the Phil- 
ippine Islands and in so doing he said the 
attacks of Count d’Almenas were only “ fur 
from the mouth of a miserable slanderer.” 
Count d’Almenas was endeavoring to reply 
when Sefior Sagasta read the decree pro- 
roguing the Cortes. 

Count d’Almenas and Gen. Primo de 
Rivera approached the President in a hos- 
tile manner and a duel is expected. 

Premier Sagasta afterward read the de- 
cree in the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Government had intended the Cortes 
to sit untii an indemnity bill for the sus- 
pension of the constitutional guarantees has 
been passed, but the threatened agitation 
on the part of Gen. Weyler and others, to- 
gether with the evidence of divisions in 
both the Liberal and Conservative Parties, 
convinced Sefior Sagasta of the advisability 
of closing down debates which would have 
hindered the free progress of the peace ne- 
gotiations. 

The Cortes will be next convoked to ratify 
the final treaty of peace. 


Off to Join the Carlists? 
MADRID, Sept. 14.—It is rumored that 
Sefior Peroio, Sefior Crespo, and Sefior Lara, 
members of the Chamber of Deputies, start- 
ed for the French frontier late this evening. 


NORWEGIAN SHIP WRECKED. 


Crew of the America Rescued in Midv. 


ocean by the English Steamer 
Marengo. - 


BOSTON. Sept. 14.—The Norwegian ship 
America, Capt. Dahl, from Quebec for 
Greenock, Scotland, with a large cargo of 
lumber, was wrecked in midocean by a hur- 
ricane on Sept 4, her crew of eighteen men 
being rescued by the British steamer Ma- 
rengo and landed here this afternoon. 

The America left Quebec on Aug. 19, and 
had good weather until Sept. 3, when a 
gale from the eastward sprang up, and by 
night was blowing a hurricane. The ship 


labored hard, until some of her stays parted 
and her main and mizzen topmast crashed 
over the side. The fall of the heavy spars 
started her deck load of lumber, and in the 
heavy seas she soon began to strain, and 
afterward sprang a leak. 

Getting into the trough of the sea, heavy 
waves came aboard, which shook the cargo 
still more, until by noon of the 4th the 
America was waterlogged and a wreck. 
The crew, all the members of which had 
long before taken to the rigging, set a sig- 
nal of distress, and just before sunset the 
Marengo hove in sight and discerned her 
signals. The ship had drifted considerably 
during the gale, so that when the Marengo 
came in sight she was in latitude 48.51 
north and longitude 34.22 west. 

The work of rescue by the crew of the 
Marengo began at once, and, although a 
heavy sea, with a mass of wreckage hang- 
ing over the side, made the work particu- 
larly dangerous, seven men were at length 
taken off, while Capt. Dahl, with the bal- 
ance of the crew, managed to launch and 
man the only remaining boat on the ship. 
By dark the America had been abandoned 
as a derelict, anc the crew was safe on 
board the Marengo. 

The America was a full-rigged ship, 1,359 
tons net register, and was twenty-nine years 
olds Her home port was Christiania, Nor- 
way. 

The members of the crew will be cared 
for by the Norwegian Consul in this city 
and later sent to their homes. The steamer 
Castrian, which arrived here yesterday, sig- 
naled the Marengo, which reported rescue, 
although signal letters of the wrecked ves- 
sel were made out to read almost like those 
of the Norwegian bark Alpha,

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REPUBLICAN LEADERS MEET * 


The Dates Fixed for Assembly Dis- 
trict, County, Senatorial, and 
Congressional Conventions. 


BLACK’S STRENGTH ESTIMATED | 


Mr. Gibbs Says the Governor Will 
Have 38 Votes from Greater New 
York—Chairman Quigg Author- 
ized to Assemble State Con- 
vention Delegates. 


The Republican district leaders of New 
York County met at the Republican County 
headquarters, 1 Madison Avenue, last night 
behind closed doors and fixed the dates for 
their County, Senatorial, Congressional, and 
Assembly District Conventions. According 
to Lemuel E. Quigg, candidates were not 
discussed, and neither Col. Roosevelt n6ér 
Gov. Black was mentioned. The conven- 
tion dates were fixed as follows: 

Assembly District Convention, to nominate As- 
semblymen, Tuesday, Oct. 4. 

County Convention, to nominate three Justices 
of the Supreme Court and one Judge of the City 
Court, Thursday, Oct. 6. 

Senatorial Conventions, to nominate State Sen- 
“ators, Monday, Oct. 10. 

Congressionel District Conventions, to nominate 
Corgressmen, Wednesday, Oct. 12. 

Besides fixing these dates the leaders 
passed a resolution authorizing the Chair- 
man of the County Committee, Mr. Quigg, 
to call the delegates to the State Conven- 
tion together “when in his judgment it 
seems to be advisable.”’ 

“There has not been one word uttered,” 
said Mr. Quigg after the meeting, ‘‘ refer- 
ring to either Roosevelt or Black. When I 
shall call the State Convention delegates to- 
gether I do not know.” 

There were a number of teaders present 
who have been standing by Gov. Black, 
among them Abraham Gruber of the Twen- 
ty-first District and Frank Bulkley of the 
Twenty-ninth. While these men still say 
they believe Gov. Black should be renomi- 
nated, they are not predicting his success 
at the Saratoga convention. On the other 
hand, the Roosevelt men, who are in the 
great majority, say they have not the slight- 
est doubt that Col. Roosevelt.will be nomi- 
nated. Frederick S. Gibbs, who was one 
of the first of the regular organization lead- 
ers to declare for the Colonel, said, as he 
came out of the meeting room: 

“ Black will have only 38 votes at Sara- 
toga from Greater New York. Of the 188 
delegates from New York County Roosevelt 
will have 170 and Black 18. Of the 132 del- 
egates from Kings Roosevelt will have 112 
and Black 20. Richmond is all for Roose- 
velt and so is Queens. After the convention 
you will find I have figured this out right. 

“ How many votes is the Governor going 
to have in the State? One hundred, if his 
name goes before the convention. I say 
‘if,’ because Black’s name may not go be- 
fore the convention, according to my way 
of looking at the situation. I know I 
wouldn't allow my name to go before a con- 
vention if I knew I had no strength behind 
me, and I doubt if he will. Black@éhas some 
good politicians behind him, and I den’t 
think they are going to show their weak- 
ness.”’ 

The action. of the district leaders will 
have to be ratified by the County Commit- 
tee, which will meet to-night in the United 
Charities Building. 


BLACK’S CAPTAINS IMPOTENT. 


Their Brooklyn Followers Keep on In- 
dorsing Roosevelt—Mr. Woodruff 
Says He’s Unchangeable. 


The friends of the three Black men .n 
Brooklyn, Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, Walter B. 
Atterbury, and Michael J. Dady, still go on 
indorsing Roosevelt in the wards of the 
three-leaders. Following hard upon the in- 
dorsement of the Colonel by Mr. Dadys 
Third Ward Republican Union came last 
night a similar indorsement by the Ninth 
Election District of Mr. Atterbury’s Twen- 
ty-third Ward. 

When Mr. Woodruff arrived in Brooklyn 
and began to examine his political fences 
yesterday, he found that his district had 
been captured by the Roosevelt forces. The 
Ninth Ward Republican Association had 
passed a resolution indorsing Roosevelt an& 
directing the Secretary to send a copy to 
each delegate from the district. The most 
prominent men in the delegation are Mr.

Mr. Woodruff said last night that when 
the convention met he would be for Black 
as he is to-day, and that when it adjourned 
it would be found that he had not changed 
his position. This was in answer to the 
persistnent rumors that he is not heartily 
for the Governor.

| CONNECTICUT REPUBLICANS 


Convention Meets in New Haven 
to Nominate State Officers. 


JOHN ADDISON PORTER’S FIGHT 


———— ; 
The President’s Secretary a Candi- 
date for Governor in Opposition 
to the Party Leaders. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 14.—The bi- 
ennial State Convention of the Republicans 
of Connecticut, called for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for the various. 
State offices, assembled in’ the Hyperion 
Theatre to-night. = 

The session was very brief, occupying but 
little over an hour, and was devoted solely 
to the transaction of preliminary business. 
Orasmus R. Tyler of Torrington, Chairman 
of the State Central Committee, called the 
convention to order and introduced Con- 
gressman Nehemiah D. Sperry of New Ha- 
ven as the terrporary Chairman of the con- 
vention. 

In his address to the convention, Congress- 
man Sperry, after briefly summarizing the 


events and preliminaries of the war with 
Spain and expressing admiration for the 
President’s Administration, referred in 
terms of praise to the work of Congress. 
He then passed to the enamey qavetton upon 
which he said there must no backward 
movement. He advocated Republican ad- 
herence to the gold standard, the develop- 
ment of the American merchant marine, the 
completion of the Nicaragua Canal, the in- 
stitution and maintenance of a stable gov- 
ernment in Cuha, and the reconstruction of 
Puerto Rico - n the “ American plan. 

At the conelusion of this address, which 
occupied a half hour, the convention pro- 
ceeded to complete its organization. Samuel 
A. Eddy of Canaan was made clerk of the 
convention, and the following Assistant _Sec- 
reteries were appointed: Frederick A. Scott 
of Willimantic, George A. Kellogg of Ver- 
non, Charles B. Chapman of Preston, and 
Frank Healy of Windsor Locks. With the 
appointment of committees on credentials, 
permanent organization, and resolutions, 
and the announcement of meetings of these 
committees and the county caucuses, the 
convention adjourned to meet to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

The three candidates for Gubernatorial 
honors are to be found in the persons of 
State Senator Goscge rE. Lounsbury of 
Ridgefield, John Addison Porter, secretary 
to President McKinley, and-Lieut. Gov. 
James D. Dewell of New Haven. The most 
earnest contest is confined to the factions 
which seek the nomination of Secretary 
Porter or Senator Lounsbury. 

The lines along which this principal battle 
is being fought were long ago drawn, and 
they have been gathering in tension daily 
for two months. Mr. Porter evinces no hes- 
itation in announcing his platform, and 
frankly asserts himself a candidate against 
what he characterizes as “‘ party bossism.”’ 
In a nutshell, Mr. Porter's candidacy is 
avowedly one the purpose of which is antag- 
onistic to the present Republican State: or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Porter to-day issued a statement con- 
cerning the contest, in which he says: 

“ Leading one side is a powerful, well-or- 
ganized, confident, and boastful coterie of 
politicians. On the other are delegates rep- 
resenting a majority of the Republican vot- 
ers of tne State, as proved by the result o1 
the recent caucuses. The political upris- 
ings which occurred a few days ago in New 
Haven, Hartford, Middletown, New London 
Waterbury, New Britain, Putnam, an 
manv other places furnish unmistakabie 
evidence of the wishes of the people, and 
are so construed, by the public. 

“The fight is one between the friends of 
clean politics and the adherents of bossism 
of the type which seeks candidates available 
for its own purposes, and guarantees nomi- 
nations months before the delegates to con- 
ventions are chosen. It promises every of- 
fice prior to the election, and resorts to snap 
caucuses when representative citizens are 
away. It strives by other means, including 


the free expenditure of money, to smother a 
true expression of popular preference, and 
is bold enough to defy custom and the opin- 
ions of the community, if need be, at the 
risk of party defeat.”

George Foster Peabody Succeeds Will- 
iam D. Bynum as Chairman. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—The National Dema- 
cratic Committee held a meeting at the 
Palmer House to-day and elected George 
Foster Peabody of New York Chairman to 


succeed William D. Bynum. Mr. Bynum 
resigned upon the alleged ground that his 
personal business affairs prevented him 
from performing the duties of Chairman, 
but it is believed *he real reason why he 
resigned was because the Executive Com- 
mittee at its preliminary meeting this 
morning decided by unanimous vote to cut 
off the Chairman’s salary of $400 a month, 
which Bynum had been drawing since the 
Fall of 1896. 

Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago was pro- 
posed for the Chairmanship by ex-Mayor 
Hopkins, but as Mr. MacVeagh was out of 
the city, and it was not known positively 
that he would accept, he was not chosen. 
Mr. Hopkins was urged to accept, but he 
declined, and Mr. Peabody was elected. 

Thirty-four States were represented at to- 
dGay’s meeting, and with three or four ex- 
ceptions the sentiment of the committee- 
men was strongly in favor of continuing the 
organization until 1900. 

The retiring Chairman, Mr. Bynum, was 
severely criticised by C. Vey Holman, the 
committeeman from Maine. Treasurer 
Frenzel of Indianapolis reported that when 
the campaign of 1806 ended there was. $33,- 
000 in the treasury of the National Democ- 
racy. Since that time $23,000 has been ex- 

ended. There was $1,500 which could be 
fad when necessary from uncollected sub- 
scriptions.. Mr. Bynum had received $8,200 
as salary, while $60 was charged to per- 
sonal expenscs. . 

The Treasurer reported that $7,700 had 
been sent to Kentucky for the 1897 cam- 
paign, $1,700 to Iowa, $2,500 to Ohio durin 
the campaign in which Hanna was electe 
United States Senator, and $600 to Kansas. 
Finally, he said that $1,500 had been ex- 
pended for stationery and postage. 


IRON ORE RATE CASE. 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 14.—The hearing to- 
day in the iron ore rate case brought three 
interesting witnesses before the Minnesota 
Railroad Commission. Robert Bentley of 
the Ohio Iron and Steel Company, Youngs- 
town, testified that no steelmaker’s business 
could exist unless he could get ore at the 


same cost as the best of competitors, there- 
fore Carnegie’s cost regulated the entire 
production of ores. 

Export trade, he said, was the future for 
steel trade, and, to hold export trade, cost 
must be kept down. He believed the period 
had arrived in this country, where small 
profits and great units of business must be 
eonsidered as governing the situation. In 
the line of reduction of rates inuring to the 
benefit of .consumers, he stated that the 
very day Carnegie’s new Pittsburg road 
made its low rates, all other roads between 
Lake Erie and the furnaces had to do ex- 
actly as well. 

F. A. Bates of Cleveland did not think the 
mine owner on Mesaba could live unless ex- 
ceptionally favored by the quality of the ore 
of his mine. He figured that fayalite ore 
costs 15 cents more than the selling price, 
the company making on its rails what it 
loses in mining, and selling at such a price 
that the miner, being obliged to pay 
freights, would mine at an actual loss un- 
less operating the best and cheapest mines. 

Mr. Bates admitted the contention that 
Carnegie cost sets the pace for all mines, 
a fact that seemed to come ype g nearly 
settling the matter. He stated that nobody 
“would buy mines, but was forced to admit 
that a goou many had been bought of late 
po se -headed business men who had no 
railroads.

Mr. Parsons has been en- 
gaged in the banking business in Burr Oak 
for thirty-five years. No statement of the 


assets or liabilities has yet been made, and 
none will be, the assignee says, until after 
an inventory has been made. 

Citizens of Burr Oak claim that the de- 
posits made by the people of that village 
and ones A will amount to between $75,000 
and $100,000. The people are wrought up 
greatly over the failure, charging that 
money was accepted on deposit up to within 
a few minutes of the assignment, while 
payment of checks was refused.

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ROUGH RIDERS WELCOME 


Those Arriving Here from Montauk 
Attract Much Attention 
from Citizens. 


SCENES IN THE BIG HOTELS 
y eRe 


Some Have Lively Experiences, but 
Little Trouble Results from Their 
Wild Western Manners—Rein- 
forcements at Night. 

_— - 

The Rough Riders got into town yester- 
day, and as much of the city as they could 
round up was theirs for the day. The ten- 
derfeet of the metropolis were at their 
mercy, and “ tanglefoot” was a leader in 
the local market. About 300 of Roosevelt’s 
men were branded at Camp Wikoff with 
discharge papers and turned loose on the 
range late Tuesday afternoon, They at once 
stampeded for New York with an average 
of $125 in their inside khaki pockets. 

The men who were mustered out on Tues- 
day were members of Troops B, H, K, and 
M, and they reached this city about mid- 
night. With few exceptions, they flocked 
toward the Red Cross corral at Long Isl- 
and City or to the Olive Tree Inn in East 
Twenty-third Street, where free accommo- 
dations were given. 

But this was only for the night. With 
the first blush of dawn the men were up 
and away. The “came to town” in true 


Western fashion, with a yell and a whoop, 
ane the city promptly let down the bars for 
em. 


They had left their Government arms be- 
hind them, but many of the men still wore 
their private “ shooting irons,’ as they are 
personal property, and have been worn by 
the’ men since enlistment. To have taken 
these weapons would have been as the de- 
priving of the bull of his horns. The men 
did not shoot, however. , 

During the early hours of the morning, 
BDast Twenty-third Street, in the vicinity of 
the Olive Tree Inn, many spectators were 
attracted by scores of Rough Riders who 
sat in front of the lodging house. Some of 
the soldiers did electioneering work for Col. 
Roosevelt... They praised him unstintedly. 


Scattered Over the City. 


Later in the morning the troopers scattered 
over the city promiscuously. Every big 
hotel and resort in the city had in its lob- 
bies and cafés bunches of brown soldiery 


surrounded by a dark circle of citizens 
listening eagerly to the stories.of war. They 
invaded the Hoffman House and Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel in small herds, and even sampled 
the liquor in the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Many of the Rough Riders were in the 
Wall Street district. They visited the Cus- 
tom House, Sub-Treasury, Assay Office, 
and the Exchanges, and were everywhere 
well recefved, and in some cases handsome- 
ly entertained. Four of them who had 
been cheered by the brokers when in the 
gallery of the Stock Exchange were in- 
vited to the floor. They were interoduced 
to Chairman William McClure. Asked to 
“say something,” one of them proposed 
three cheers for Col. Roosevelt. They were 
given and,.repeated with such heartiness 
that the building almost shook. 

A party of six men from Southwestern 
New Mexico approached the Hoffman 
House bar at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and sized up the men at the small tables 
with a disappointed air. Finally one of the 
party approached one of the bartenders and 
confidentially inquired: 

‘“*Say, where’s the lay-out?” 

The bartender asked what the gentlemen 
would have. . 

“ Why, it’s Just this way,”’ said the other, 
leaning across the bar. “ ile you poison 
us all around with a little of your best bug 
juice we want to get steered up against a 
game. We don’t care what it is, paste- 
boards or balls, so long as it’s not a brace 
box or a set-up deck. I prefer Mexican 
monte, myself, but s’no matter so long 
as— ”” 

The man was interrupted by the assurance 
that there really was nothing of the kind 
to be found in the vicinity, and the party 
then invited “‘ the house” to “ line up” and 
have a drink. 

“Come up, gents, and name your brand,” 
said the leader, in a commanding tone, indi- 
cating with a comprehensive gesture a score 
of habitues of the café. Nearly all of the 
invited arose in the traditionary style and 
took their medicine, and afterward the bar- 
tender assured the troopers that they had 
paid for the drinks previously and had for- 
gotten the fact. 


A Bowery Incident. 


“Say, partner,’’ said a stalwart Rough 
Rider to a Bowery policeman, shifting his 
revolver back a few inches from his hip, 
“what kind of a range is this anyhow? I 
hadn’t had a drink for four weeks until a 


minute ago, and now I feel as if I’d gone up 
against a lead pipe. I’ve drunk rum clean 
through from San Antone to the Needles, 
but none of it ever hit me as hard as this. 
What kind of a game am I up against?” 

The man had evidently received a dose of 
knockout drops, but his powerful constitu- 
tion had saved him. His “coin belt” was 
all right, and he was steered in a north- 
erly direction. 

The policemen along the Bowery were 
kept busy giving wanderin Westerners 
their bearings, but reported that no hostile 
movement between the natives and invaders 
had taken place. 

A number of Rough Riders hailing from 
Arizona and Wyoming went down to Coney 
Island on the trolley cars. When in the 
middle of the bridge they fired a volley from 
their revolvers which almost gave the 
bridge policemen heart disease, but no ar- 
rests were made, 

Most of the officers of the Rough Riders 
are at the Hoffman House. The Color Ser- 
geant of the regiment is stopping there. A 
great many of the men went to bed in the 
big hotels yesterday. They told the clerks 
that they had not slept in a bed for months, 
and they were going to sleep for a whole 
day, and left peremptory onlers not to be 
disturbed. Many of the men were discuss- 
ing the fate of John Davis of Troop K, who 
on Tuesday night dropped from the window 
of the Columbia, on East Twenty-third 
Street, and broke his arm. Davis awoke in 
the night with an all-consuming thirst, and 
stepped out of the window, intending to 
walk across the street to a saloon. He was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital. 

An enterprising department store up town 
invited a number of Rough Riders into the 
store, where they were served with ice 
cream and other refreshments by pretty 
girls. The men were visibly embarrassed, 
and gravely bowed and scraped and lost 
their appetites in the presence of the girls. 

Sergt. Nevin F. Gutailus, who comes from 
New Mexjco, and who is at the Waldorf, is 
a wealthy mine owner. He went to bed as 
soon ag he got to the hotel, and at last ac- 
counts was sleeping yet. 

Few of.the men left the city yesterday, 
but a large number expect to depart to-day. 


Arrival of Reinforcements. 


Nearly 200 more of the Rough Riders ar- 
rived in town late last evening, and soon 
after reaching the New York terminal of 
the -Long Island Railroad broke ranks. 


Many put up for the night at the Olive Tree 
Inn, but others went at once to the big 
hotels. 

Nearly all the men carried bulky bundles, 
containing mementos of the campaign. A 
few had Krag-Jorgensens, obtained in some 
unknown way. The Government has re- 
fused to sell this arm to the soldiers, as it 
has too few to waste, and the soldiers who 
reserved this sort of arm did it through the 
employment of all sorts of crafty strategy. 
Quite a lot of Mausers were in evidence, 
and nearly every man had a Mauser cart- 
ridge stuck in the band of his hat. 

Among the money deposited for safe 
keeping with the clerk, many of the men 
left sums ranging from $200 to $400. The 
size of these deposits is explained by the 
fact that many have not drawn a cent from 
the time of enlistment, and, as many live 
at the other side of the country, their 
transportation and traveling rations en 
route footed up to a respectable sum. 

Troop H had agreed to rendezvous at the 
Hoftman House and to have a mutual leave- 
taking with their officers before the men 
left for their respective homes. Capt. George 
Curry was expected, but at_a late hour he 
had not arrived from Camp Wikoff, and the 
plans of necessity were postponed. 

One of the most noted among his fellows 
of the Rough Riders was Abel Duran, a 
Mexican of much prominence about the 
frontier. Abel speaks Spanish with a Greas- 
er dialect to .a finish. In the course of a 
long and exceedingly diverse career he has 
been a United States Marshal, a Govern- 
ment scout, and associated with other per- 
ilous vocations in the carrying on of which 
he has been more or less filled with lead. 
His face was scarred with marks of former 
conflicts, and, although he passed almost 
unscathed through the Cuban campaign, he 
looked like one of the greatest sufferers.

AN EXCITING NIGHT IN CAMP. 


Ex-Rough Riders Dance Around a Big 
Bon Fire in Disregard of Txups. 


MONTAUK, L I., Sept. 14.—With the ex- 
ception of Col. Roosevelt and a few of the 
officers, the Rough Riders are out of the 
Government service. The last of the men 
afid non-commissioned officers were mus- 
tered out this evening. Those who went 
away last night missed one of the hottest 
times in camp that the regiment has ever 
had. Of course it was the men mustered 
out yesterday who remained in camp that 
started the affair, for they did not have to 
obey orders any longer and could remain 
up after taps if they saw fit, but unofficially 
the whole regiment, from the Colonel down, 
took part. 

There were no blankets for the men who 
had been mustered out and they determined 
to sit around the camp fire all mgnt. As 
the evening grew older the fire grew larger 
and song and story circled around until the 
whole regiment had gathered. Taps came, 
and the men free from discipline could not 
leave the fires because they had no blankets, 
and the fun was going so fast that no one 


paid much attention to the bugle as it rang 
out in the ranks of the other regiments, and 
the fun went on, 

About 11 o’clock Levi Jones, the Cherokee 
Indian who had been enjoying the night’s 
fun, determined to do his share, and leaping 
into the light between the big fire and the 
circle of men, he began a solitary dance. 
Pollack, the Pawnee, stood it about half a 
minute, and then Rattlesnake Pete and Mc- 
Mikel, the Sioux braves; followed. The four 
had just gotten started when men from all 
sides leaped in and followed their move- 
ments. From that time until long into. the 
morning dance after dance was taken up. 
The Sioux war dance and the stamp dance 
escited the troopers the most. Indian cries 
and war whoops were kept up all night. 
There Was not a man in the whole regiment 
who slept last night, for although the offi- 
cers were Officially absent and took no act- 
ive part in the affair, they enjoyed looking 
on and there was too much noise for sleep. 

The Arizona men in the regiment met 
this morning to formally present the live 
eagle presented to them as a mascot by 
the Governor of Arizona to the National 
Museum at Washington, as had been pro- 
posed. When they were assembled Trooper 
Coe of Troop I asked what the National 
Museum ever did for the Rough Riders, and 
suggested that the eagle be sent around to 
Col. Roosevelt. They were all friends of 
Col. Roosevelt, so the eagle was voted his 
property. Trooper Coe made the presenta- 
tion speech, It was: ‘‘ Colonel, we men pre- 
sent that eagle to you and we want you 
to have it, and if any one knocks you send 
him to us and we’ll fix him.” 

The tame lioness Josephine is still undis- 
posed of, and Col. Roosevelt may eventually 

ecome the owner. He will also have the 
regimental colors. Some time to-morrow 
Col. Roosevelt and his officers will leave 
the camp, and go to Col. Roosevelt’s home 
at Oyster Bay, where the officers will be his 
guests for a few days. 
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PENNSYLVANIA MINERS’ STRIKE

Employment of Negroes Expected to 
Cause an Outbreak. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 14.—Serious 
trouble is feared in the third pool before 
the struggle for the enforcement of the 
Chicago coal mining agreement is ended. 
The mines are guarded by deputies and 
the strikers are encamped in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Arrangements are being made for the im- 
portation of negroes to take the places of 
the strikers, and an outbreak is then ex- 
pected. Last night two Slavs were ordered 
off the company’s property at the Chasburg 
mine by a special policeman on duty there, 
and before retiring one of them fired sey- 
eral shots at Deputy Heyward, who put 
both men under arrest. They are awaiting 
a hearing. The miners’ officials claim that 
the shooting was done by the guards. 

This morning the strikers marched to the 
Gallatin mine, where a few men were work- 
ing, and induced them to stop. Mayor Wil- 
son of Monongahela City has issued a proc- 
lamation commanding all persons to abstain 
from assembling and congregating on the 


public streets and interfering with the peace 
of the city. President Dolan says every pit 
in the third pool is now idle, and that the 
fight will be extended to the fourth pool. 


PLANS FOR BIG BORAX PLANT. 


Will Be Erected at Constable Hook, 
N. J., by English Borax Syndicate. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Sept. 14.—The Pacific 
Borax and Red Woods Chemical Works, 
Limited, otherwise the English borax syn- 
dicate, has filed a trust deed of all its prop- 
erties on the Pacific Coast to cover a loan of 
$1,250,000, which has been made by the 
Indian and General Investment Trust, Lim- 
ited, of London, for the purchase on con- 
struction, through F. M. Smith, who is 
known as the “ Borax King,” of a large 
borax plant at Constable Hook, N. J., whith- 
er is to be removed most of the large 
plant which the Pacific. Coast Borax Com- 
pany has been operating in Alabama. 

Extensive deposits of borax at Antofagas- 
ta, Chile, are also to be purchased. The 
deed recites that the works control borax 
mines or factories in San Bernardino, Inyo, 
and Alameda Counties. of this State and 
Esmeralda County, Nev., and Curry County, 
Oregon. 


Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 14.—The annual 
meeting of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City Railroad Company occurred here 
to-day. President Hneeland, who holds the 
majority of the stock. was in the city but 
did not attend the meeting. The old Direct- 
ors will hold over. No further business 
was transacted.

THE LATE EMPRESS MOURNED. 


Funeral Train Leaves Geneva Amid 
Demonstrations of Sorrow—Church 


Bells Tolled in Town. 


GENPVA, Switzerland, Sept. 14.—The cas- 
ket containing the remains of the late Em- 
press of Austria, borne on a four-horse car 
and followed by two other cars almost bur- 
ied in floral offerings, was conveyed to the 
railroad station here at 8:30 this morning. 
An enormous concourse of people witnessed 
the ceremony. 

The cortege was led by the representa- 
tives of the imperial court, followed by the 
Federal Council, headed by the President, 
and the Genevese Council. The firemen 
lined the streets. The brilliant sunshine 
made a striking contrast to the gloomy as- 
pect of the mourners. The funera] train 
left here at 9 o’clock. 

The funeral car was ornamented with sil- 
ver wreaths; was surmounted by a silver 
cross, and had white plumes at each corner. 
The casket was of polished oak, with silver 
mountings. It was almost hidden beneath 
floral tributes. 

On the arrival of the hearse at the rail- 
road station, which was hung with black 
drapery, the coffin was removed, the re- 
mains of the Empress were ceremoniously 
blessed, and the casket was placed in the 
railroad car, which was then hermetically 
sealed. After this the Austrian officials 
Srabes zed on the train, and it departed from 

s city. 


BERNE, Sept. 14-—The funeral train 
bearing the remains of the Empress Eliza- 
beth made short stoppages at the principal 


towns in, Swiss territory. Everywhere along 
the route church bells tolled respectful sym- 
pathy, and in some places wreaths were 
presented. 

The assassin, it is said, has written to the 
President of the Swiss Confederation asking 
to be tried at Lucerne, where capital pun- 
ishment is in force. He now mits that 
he attended an Anarchists’ club at Laus- 
anne, where it was decided to assassinate 
some great personage. Six members of the 
club have been placed under arrest. 

The assassination has produced a great 
revulsion of eer | among the Swiss people 
in favor of capital punishment. 


VIENNA, Sept. 14—In accordance with 
the Emperor’s wishes, the remains of his 


wife, the late Empress Elizabeth, will be 
interred beside those of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph. The interment of Saturday, there- 
fore, will be only temporary. 


Solemn Mass at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Minister 
of Austro-Hungary has announced that a 
solemn mass for the repose of the soul of 


the Empress and Queen of Austro-Hungary 
will be celebrated at St. Matthew’s Church 
on Saturday at 10:30 A. M. Cardinal Gib- 
bons will celebrate the mass. President 
McKinley, his Cabinet, the diplomatic 
corps, and prominent Government officials 
have been invited to attend. 


Anti-Italian Riots Renewed. 


TRIESTE, Austria, Sept. 14.—The anti- 
Italian demonstrations here were’ renewed 
yesterday evening. An atack upon the 


Italian Club was feared, and a detachment 
of 200 policemen was sent to guard the 
building. The police and soldiery arrested 
120 rioters. Many of the latter had arms 
in their possession. 


ON MOUNT ILLIMANT’S SUMMIT. 


Sir William Martin Conway, Explorer, 
Ascends the Lofty Peak., 


LONDON Sept. 15.—The Daily Chronicle 
this morning says it has received a dispatch 
from Sir William Martin Conway, the cele- 
brated explorer, dated at La Paz, Bolivia, 
announcing his successful ascent of Mount 
Illimani, one of the loftiest mountains of 
the Bolivian Andes, East Cordillera, about 
twenty-five miles east of La Paz. 

Sir William Conway asserts that the as- 
cent of 22,506 feet occupied five days. On 
the fourth day ‘the Indians employed to 
carry the expedition’s baggage bolted. The 
party suffered great weakness during the 
last hour they were on the summit, but no 
actual illness. Sir William Conway describes 
the view from the top as “‘ astounding.”’ 


Mount Illimani, or Yllimani, 1s a serrated 
ridge, with four principal peaks. The snow 
part of the East Cordillera begins with the 
gigantic mass of the Illimani, and proceeds 
in a continuous line of snowclad peaks to 
the group of Vilcanota, where it unites with 
the Cordillera of the coast. It derives its 
name from being perpetually covered with 
snow. On its north side it has glaciers 
above the height of 16,350 feet. On it also 


is the Lake of Illimani, 15,950 feet above 
the sea. 

Sir William Martin Conway, who is a son 
of the late Rev. William Conway, rector of 
St. Margaret’s, Westminster, London, and 
Canon of Westminster, has traveled much 
in Europe, Asia, the arctic regions, and in 
South America. Born in 1856 and educated 
at Cambridge, he was for three years, from 
1885 to 1888, Professor of Art in University 
College, Liverpool. In 1892 he explored the 
Himalayas, surveying 2,000 square miles of 
mountain country ang reaching an altitude 
of about 23,000 feet In 1894 he traversed 
the whole range of the Alps. In 1896 and 
1897 he explored the interior of the Island 
of Spitzbergen, in the Arctic Ocean, midway 
between Greenland and Nova Zembla, cross- 
ing the island for the first time, and discov- 
ing that its central portion is a vast ice pla- 
teau. 

He is the author of several books on 
mountaineering, and was formerly editor of 
The Alpine Journal. 


YOUNG M’GOWN WEDS AGAIN. 


May Antoinette Busby Is Married to 
the Former Husband of Mrs. 
Harry W. Bell. 


May Antoinette Busby, the daughter of 
Edward Busby of 107 East One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street, was married yesterday to 
Henry P. McGown, Jr., son of ex-Judge Mc- 
Gown of 1,982 Madison Avenue, in Grace 
Emanuel Church, One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street and Third Avenue. The cere- 
mony was performed by the Rev. William 
Knight McGown, pastor of the church and 


brother of the groom, assisted by the Rev. 
William Carpenter of Philadelphia, a cousin 
of the bride. Only the immediate relatives 
of the couple were present. After .a brief 
bridal tour Mr. and Mrs. McGown will re- 
turn to this city and reside at 17 West One 
Hundred and Thirty-first Street. The bride’s 
father is an engineer on the Third Avenue 
Elevated Road, 

Mr. McGown, who is a clerk in the City 
Court, procured a divorce from his first 
wife, Mary E. McGown, a daughter of Dr.

These were the reasons for its destruction.

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GEN. SHAFTER ON SANTIAGO 
He Reports Officially the Battle 


that Proved the Climax of 
the War with Spain. 


HOW THE CHARGE WAS MADE 


The Commander of the Campaign Says 
the Fear that Supply Ships Might 
Be Blown Away Hastened 
Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Gen. Shafter’s 
Teport of the campaign which terminated in 
the fall of Santiago has been made public. 
He briefly recounts the organization of the 
expedition and its embarkation, and then 
devotes the main body of the report to the 
active operations about Santiago. Gen. 
Shafter says the expedition was undertaken 
in compliance with telegraphic instructions 
of May 30 from headquarters of the army in 


which it was stated: 

“ Admiral Schley reports that two cruisers 
and two torpedo boats have been seen in 
the harbor of Santiago. Go with your force 
to capture garrison at Santiago and assist 
in capturing harbor and fleet.” 

The report gives in detail the troops as- 
gsembled at Tampa. The cavalry was dis- 
mounted because of lack of transportation 
for the animals and because it was believed 
mounted cavalry could not operate efficient- 
ly near Santiago. This, Gen. Shafter says, 
was found subsequently to be correct. After 
reciting the delay at Tampa due to inade- 
quate facilities, Gen. Shafter says that on 
June 7 he received orders to sail without 
delay, but not with less than 10,000 men. 
After some of the transports had already 
reached the lower bay, telegraphic instruc- 
tions were received from the Secretary of 
War directing that the sailing of the expe- 
dition be delayed waiting further orders. 
This delay was occasioned by the navy re- 
porting that a Spanish war vessel had been 
sighted in the Nicholas Channel. The ships 
in the lower bay were immediately recalled. 
The expedition sailed on June 14, with 815 
officers and 16,072 men. Gen. Shafter briefly 
covers the trip and landing and his first 
meeting with Gen. Garcia, adding: 

“During the interview Gen. Garcia of- 
fered the services of his troops, comprising 
about 4,000 men in the vicinity of Assera- 
deros and about 500 under Gen. Castillo, at 
the little town of Cujababo, a few miles east 
of Daiquiri. I accepted his offer, impressing 
it upon him that I could exercise no military 
control over him except such as he would 
concede, and as long as he served under me 
I would furnish him rations and ammuni- 
tion.” 

After conferring with Admiral Sampson 
and Gen. Garcia, the plan of campaign was 
outlined by Gen. Shafter. The disembarka- 
tion was to commence on the 22d at Dai- 
quiri, with feints by the Cubans on Ca- 
banis, and by the navy at various shore 
points, in order to mislead the enemy as to 
the place of landing. 

“These movements,” Gen. Shafter says, 
“committed me to approaching Santiago 
from the east over a narrow road, at first 
in some places not better than a trail, run- 
ning from Daiquiri through Siboney and Se- 
villa, and making an attack from that quar- 
ter. This, in my judgment, was the only 


feasible plan, and subsequent information 
and results confirmed my judgment.” 


The First Engagement. 


Of the early operations and the skirmish 
in which the Rough Riders participated 
the report says: 


“Gen. Young’s brigade passed beyond 
Lawton on the night of the 23d-24th, thus 
taking the advance, and on the morning of 
the latter date become engaged with a 
Spanish force intrenched in a strong posi- 
tion at La Guasima, a point on the San- 
tiago road about three miles from Siboney. 
Gen. Young’s force consisted of one squad- 
ron of the First Cavalry, one of the Tenth 
Cavalry, and two of the First United States 
Volunteer Cavalry—in all, 964 officers and 
men. The enemy made an obstinate re- 
sistance, but were driven from the field 
with considerable loss. Our own loss was 
1 officer and 10 men killed, 6 officers and 
46 men wounded. The reported losses of 
the Spaniards were 9 killed and 27 wounded. 
The engagement had an inspiring effect 
upon our men, and doubtless corresponding- 
ly depressed the enemy, as it was now 
plainly demonstrated to them that they had 
a foe to meet who would advance upon 
them under a heavy fire delivered from in- 
trenchments. Gen. Wheeler, division com- 
mander, was present during the engage- 
ment, and reports that our troops, officers, 
and men fought with the greatest gallantry. 
This engagement gave us a well-watered 
country further to the front on which to 
encamp our troops.” 

The report continues: “It was not until 
nearly two weeks after the army landed 
that it was possible to place on shore three 
days’ supplies in excess of those required 
for the daily consumption. 

“On June 30 I reconnoitred the country 
about Santiago and made my plan of attack. 
From a high hill, from which the city was 
in plain view, I could see the San Juan hill 
and the country about El Caney. The roads 
were very poor, and, indeed, little better 
than bridle paths, until the San Juan River 
and El Caney were reached.”’ 

Gen. Shafter explained at a meeting of 
Generals his plan of battle as follows: 

*“*Lawton’s Division, assisted by Capron’s 
light battery, wis ordered to move out dur- 
ing the afternoon toward El Caney to be- 
gin the attack there early the next morn- 
ing. After carrying El Caney, Lawton was 
to move by the Caney road toward Santi- 
ago and take possession on the right of the 
line. Wheeler’s division of dismounted cav- 
alry and Kent’s division of infantry were 
directed on the Santiago road, the head of 
the column resting near El] Pozo, toward 
which heights Grimes’s Battery moved on 
the afternoon of the 30th, with orders to 
take position there early the next morning, 
and at the proper time prepare the way for 
the advance of Wheeler and Kent on San 
Juan hill. The attack at this point was to 
be delayed until Lawton’s guns were heard 
at El Caney and his infantry fire showed he 
had become well engaged. 


Compelled to Give Battle. 


“The preparations were far from what I 
desired them to be, but we were in a sickly 
climate; our supplies had to be brought for- 
ward by a narrow wagon road, which the 
rains might at any time render impassable; 


fear was entertained that a storm might 


drive the vessels containing our stores to 
gea, thus separating us from our base of 
supplies, and, lastly, it was reported that 
Gen. Pando, with 8,000 reinforcements for 
the enemy, was en route from Manzanillo, 
and might be expected in a few days. Under 
these conditions I determined to give battle 
without delay. 

* Early on the morning of July 1 Lawton 
was in a position around El Caney, Chaf- 
fee’s brigade on the right, across the Guan- 
tanamo road; Miles’s brigade in the centre, 
and Ludlow’s on the left. The duty of 
cutting off the enemy’s retreat along the 
Santiago road was assigned to the latter 
brigade. The artillery opened on the town 
at 6:15 A. M. The battle here soon became 
general and was hotly contested. The 
enemy’s position was naturally strong and 
was rendered more so by blockhouses, a 
stone fort, and intrenchments cut in solid 
rock, and the loopholing of a solidly built 
stone church. The opposition offered by the 
enemy was greater than had been antici- 
pated, and prevented Lawton from joining 
the right of the main line during the day, 
as had been intended. 

“ After the battle had continued for some 
time Bates’s brigade of two regiments 
reached my headquarters from Siboney. I 
directed him to move near El Caney to give 
assistance, if necessary. He did so, and 
was put in position between Miles and Chaf- 
fee. The battle continued, with varying in- 
tensity, during most of the day, and until 
the place was carried by assault, about 4:30 
P. M. As the Spaniards endeavored to re- 
treat along the Santiago road, Ludlow’s 
position enabled him to do very effective 
work and to practically cut off all the re- 
treat in that direction. 

“ After the battle at El Caney was well 
opened and the sound of the small-arm fire 
caused us to believe that Lawton was driv- 
ing the enemy back before him, I directed 
Grimes’s battery to open fire from the 
heights of El Poso on the San Juan block- 
house, which could be seen situated in the 
enemy’s intrenchments, extending along the 
crest of San Juan Hill. This fire was effect- 
ive, and the enemy could be seen running 
away from the vicinity of the blockhouse. 
The artillery fire from El Poso was soon re- 
turned by the enemy’s artillery. ‘They evi- 
dently had the range of this hill, and their 
first shells killed and wounded several men. 
As the Spaniards used smokeless powder it 
@as very difficult to locate the position of 


their pieces, while on the contrary, the 
smoke caused by our black vty ad plainly 
indicated the position of our battery. 


Cavalry Ordered Forward. 


“At this’ time the cavalry division under 
Gen. Sumner, which was lying concealed in 
the general vicinity of the El Poso house, 
was ordered forward with directions to cross 
the San Juan River and deploy to the right 
on the Santiago side, while Kent’s division 
was to follow closely in its rear and deploy 
to the left. ‘ 

“These troops moved forward in compli- 
ance with orders, but the road was so nar- 


row as to render it impracticable to retain 
the column of fours formation at all points, 
while the undergrowth on either side was 
so dense as to preclude the possibility of de- 
ploying skirmishers. It naturally resulted 
that the progress made was slow, and the 
long-range rifles of the enemy’s infantry 
killed d wounded a number of our men 
while marching along this road, and before 
there was any opportunity to return this 
fire. At this time Gens. Kent and Sumner 
were ordered to push forward with all pos- 
sible haste and place their troops in posi- 
tion to engage the enemy. 

Gen. Kent, with this end in view, forced 
the head of his column alongside of tha 
cavalry column as far as the narrow trail 
permitted, and thus hurried his arrival at 
the San Juan and the formation beyond that 
stream. A few hundred yards before reach- 
ing the San Juan the road forks, a fact 
that was discovered by Lieut. Col. Derby of 
my staff, who had approached well to the 
front in a war balloon. This information he 
furnished to the troops, resulting in Sumner 
moving on the right-hand road while Kent 
was enabled to utilize the road to the left. 

Gen. Wheeler, the ermanent com- 
mander of the cavalry division, who had 
been ill, came forward during the morning, 
and later returned to duty, and rendered 
most gallant and efficient service during 
the remainder of the day. 

“ After crossing the stream, the cavalry 
moved to the right with a view of con- 
necting with Lawton’s left when he could 
come up, and with their left resting near 
the Santiago road. 

“In the meantime Kent’s division, with 
the exception of tworegiments of Hawkins’s 
brigade, being thus uncovered, moved rap- 
idly to-the front from the forks previ- 
ously mentioned in the road, utilizing both 
trails, but more especially the one to the 
left, and crossing the creek formed for at- 
tack in the front of San Juan hill. During 
this formation the Second Brigade suffered 
severely. While personally mi ange ge, 
this movement, its gallant commander, Col. 
Wikoff, was killed. The command of the 
brigade then devolved upon Lieut. Col. 
Worth, Thirteenth Infantry, who was soon 
severely wounded, and next upon Lieut. 
Col. Liscum, Twenty-fourth Infantry, who 
five minutes later also fell under the ter- 
rible fire of the enemy, and the command 
of the brigade then devolved upon Lieut. 
Col, Ewer, Ninth Infantry. 

“While the formation just described was 
taking place, Gen. Kent took measures to 
hurry forward his rear brigade. The Tenth 
and Second Infantry were ordered to fol- 
low Wikoff’s Brigade. while the Twenty- 
first was sent on the right hand road to sup- 
port the First Brigade under Gen. Hawkins, 
who had crossed the stream and formed on 
the right of the division. The Second and 
Tenth Infantry, Col. E. P. Pearson com- 
manding, moved forward in good order on 
the left of the division, passed over a green 
knoll, and drove the enemy back toward 
his trenches. 

“ After completing their formation under 
a destructive fire and advancing a short dis- 
tance, both divisions found in their front 
a wide bottom, in which had been placed a 
barbed wire entanglement, and beyond 
which there was a high hill, along the crest 
of which the enemy was strongly posted. 
Nothing daunted, these gallant men pushed 
on to drive the enemy from his chosen po- 
sition, both divisions losing heavily. In this 
assault, Col. Hamilton, Lieuts. Smith and 
Ship were killed, and Col, Carroll, Lieuts. 
Thayer and Myer, all in the cavalry, were 
wounded. 

“ Great credit is due to Brig. Gen. H. S. 
Hawkins, who, placing himself between his 
regiments, urged them on by_ voice and 
bugle calls to the attack so brilliantly exe- 
cuted. In this fierce encounter words fail 
to do justice to the gallant regimental com- 
manders and their heroic men, for, while 
the Generals indicated the formations and 
the points of attack, it was, after all, the 
intrepid bravery of the subordinate officers 
and men that planted our colors on the 
crest of San Juan Hill and drove the enemy 
from the trenches and blockhouse, thus 
gaining a position which sealed the fate of 
Santiago. 

“In this action on this part of the field 
most efficient service was rendered by 
Lieut. John H. Parker, Thirteenth Infantry, 
and the Gatling gun detachment under his 
command. The fighting continued at_ inter- 
vals until nightfall, but our men held reso- 
lutely to the positions gained at the cost of 
so much blood and toil. 


Gen, Wheeler Is Praised. 


“I am greatly indebted to Gen. Wheeler, 
who, as previously stated, returned from 
the sick list to duty during the afternoon. 
His cheerfulness and aggressiveness made 
itself felt on this part of the battlefield, and 


the information he furnished to me at vari- 
ous stages of the battle proved to be most 
useful. 

“My own health was impaired by over- 
exertion in the sun and intense heat of 
the day before, which prevented me from 
participating actively in the battle as I 
desired, but from a high hill near my head- 
quarters I had a general view of the bat- 
tlefield, extending from El Caney on the 
right to the left of our lines on San Juan 
Hill.” 

Gen. Shafter follows in detail the move- 
ments of the troops, and the intrenching 
done daring the night. He says: 

“Gen. Duffield, with the Thirty-third 
Michigan, attacked Aguadore as ordered, 
but was unable to accomplish more than 
to detain the Spaniards in that vicinity. 
On the night of July 1 I ordered Gen. Duf- 
field at Siboney to send forward the Thirty- 
fourth Michigan and the Ninth Massachu- 
setts, both of which had just arrived from 
the United States. These regiments reached 
the front the next morning. 

“ All day on the 2d the battle raged with 
more or less fury, but such of our troops 
as were in position at dayilght held their 
ground, and Lawton gained a strong and 
commanding position on the right. 

* About 10 P. M. the enemy made a vig- 
orous assault to throw my lines, but was 
repulsed at all points. On the morning of 
the 3d the battle was renewed, but the 
enemy seemed to have expended its energy 
in the assault of the previous night, and 
the firing along the lines was desultory 
until stopped by my sending a letter within 

1ish lines.’’ 
the se abafter then gives the dispatches 
passing between him and Gen. Toral, al- 
ready published. He proceeds: 

“IT was of the opinion that the Spaniards 
would surrender if given a little time, and 
I thought this result would be hastened if 
the men of their army could be made to 
understand they would be well treated as 
prisoners of war. Acting upon this pre- 
sumption, I determined to offer to return 
all the wounded Spanish officers at El 
Caney who were able to bear transporta- 
tion, and who were willing to give their 
paroles not to serve against the forces of 
the United States until regularly exchanged. 
This offer was made and accepted. These 
officers, as well as several of the wounded 
Spanish privates, twenty-seven in all, were 
sent to their lines under the escort of some 
of our mounted cavalry. Our troops were 
received with honors, and I have every rea- 
son to believe the return of the Spanish 
prisoners produced a good impression on 
their comrades. 


The Close of the Battle. 


“ The cessation of firing about noon on the 
8d practically terminated the battle of San- 
tiago; all that occurred after this time may 
properly be treated under the head of the 
siege which followed. After deducting the 
detachments retained at Siboney and Dai- 
quiri to render those depots secure from at- 


tack, organizations held to protect our 
flanks, others acting as escorts and guards 
to light batteries, the members of the hos- 
pital corps, guards left in charge of blanket 
rolls which the intense heat caused the 
men to cast aside before entering battle, or- 
derlies, &c., it is doubtful if we had more 
than 12,000 men on the firing line on July 1, 
when the battle was fiercest and when the 
important and strong positions of El Caney 
and San Juan were captured. 

“A few Cubans assisted in the attack at 
El Caney, and fought valiantly, but their 
numbers were too small to materially 
change the strength as indicated above. The 
enemy confronted us with numbers about 
equal to our own; they fought obstinately 
in strong and intrenched positions and the 
results obtained ciearly indicate the intrepid 
gallantry of the company officers and men 
and the benefits derived from the careful 
training and instruction given in the com- 
pany in recent years in’ rifle practice and 
other battle exercises, Our losses in those 
battles were 22 officers and 208 men killed, 
and 81 officers and 1,203 men wounded; miss- 
ing, 79. The missing, with few exceptions, 
reported later.’’ 

Gen. Shafter says the arrival of Gen. 
Escurio at Santiago was not anticipated. 
He says: “Gen. Garcia, with between 4,000 
and 5,000 Cubans, was intrusted with the 
duty of en, for, and intercepting, the 
reinforcement. his, however, he failed to 
do, and Escario passed into the city along 
on my extreme right, near the bay.” 

After speaking of Admiral Cervera’s 
sortie, and the destruction of his fleet, Gen. 
Shafter says he again called on the Spanish 
commanders to surrender. 

*‘On the same date I informed Admiral 
Sampson that if he would force his way into 
the harbor, the city would surrender without 
any further sacrifice of life. Commodore 
Watson replied that Admiral Sampson was 
temporarily absent, but that in hig (Wat-

How the Surrender Was Secured. 


Gen. Shafter gives the varying efforts to- 
ward securing a surrender, and his reopen- 
ing the engagement on the 10th, when the 
truce ended, On the 11th the surrender was 
again demanded. “ By this date the sick- 


ness in the army was increasing very rapid- 
ly, as a result of exposure in the trenches 
to the intense heat of the sun and_ the 
heayy rains. Moreover, the dews in Cuba 
are almost equal to rains. The weakness 
of the troops was becoming so apparent I 
was anxious to bring the siege to an end, 
but in common with most of the officers of 
the army I did not think an assault would 
be justifiable, especially as the enemy 
seemed to be acting in good faith in their 
preliminar hie smniery to surrender, 

*“ July 13, informed the Spanish com- 
mander that Major Gen. Miles, Commander 
in Chief of the American Army, had just 
arrived in my camp, and requested him to 
grant us a personal interview on the fol- 
lowing day. He replied he would be pleased 
to meet us. The interview took place on the 
13th, and, I informed him his surrender only 
could be considered, and that as he was 
without hope of escape he had no right to 
continue the fight.” 

Gen. Shafter then gives the details of the 
final surrender, his entry into the city, and 
_ raising of the American flag. In closing 

e says: 


Fighting Under Difficulties. 


“Before closing my report I wish to 
dwell upon the natural obstacles I had to 
encounter, and which no foresight could 
have overcome or obviated. The rocky and 


precipitious coast afforded no sheltered 
landing places, the roads were mere bridle 
paths, the effect of the tropical sun and 
rains upon unacclimated troops was deadly, 
and the dread of strange and unknown 
diseases had its effect on the army. 

“At Daiquiri, the landing of the troops and 
stores was made at a small wooden wharf 
which the Spaniards tried to burn, but un- 
successfully, and the animals were pushed 
into the water and guided to a sandy beach 
about 200 yards in extent. At Siboney the 
landing was made on the beach and at a 
small wharf erected by the engineers. 

“T had neither the time nor the men to 
spare to construct permanent wharves. In 
spite of the fact that I had nearly 1,000 en 
they 
were at times impassable for wagons. The 
San Juan and Aguadores Rivers would often 
suddenly rise so as to prevent the passage 
of wagons. 

“Often for days rothing could be moved 
except on pack trains. After the great 
physical strain and exposure of July 1 and 
2, the malarial and other fevers began to 
rapidly advance throughout the command, 
and on July 4 the yellow fever appeared at 
Siboney. Though efforts were made to keep 
this fact from the army, it soon became 
known. 

“The supply of Quartermaster and Com- 
missary stores during the campaign was 
abundant, and notwithstanding the difficult- 
ies in landing and transporting the ration, 
the troops on the firing line were at all 
times supplied with its coarser components, 
namely, of bread, meat, sugar, and coffee. 
There was no lack of transportation, for at 
no time up to the surrender could all the 
wagons I had be used. 

“In reference to the.sick and wounded 
I have to say that they received every at- 
tention that it was possible to give them. 
The medical officers without exception 
worked night and day to alleviate the suf- 
fering, which was no greater than invaria- 
bly accompanies a campaign. It would have 
been better if we had had more ambulances, 
but as many were taken as was thought 
necessary, judging from previous cam- 
paigns. 

“The discipline of the command was superb, 
and I wish to invite attention to the fact 
that not an officer was rr to trial by 
court-martial, and, as far as I know, no en- 
listed men. This speaks volumes for an 
army of this size, and in a campaign of such 
duration. In conclusion, I desire to express 
to the members of my staff my thanks for 
their efficient performance of all the duties 
required of them, and the good judgment 
and bravery displayed on all ocasions when 
demanded.” 

Gen Shafter recommends for promotion 
and brevets the following officers: Col. E. 
J. McClernand, Lieut. Col. George McC, 
Derby, Lieut. Col. J. D. Miley, Major R. H. 
Noble, Lieut. Col. J. J. Astor, Lieut. Col. B. 
F.. Pope, Major 8S. W. Crossbeck, Lieut. Col. 
Charles F. Humphrey, Col. John F. Weston, 
Major C. C. Starr, Major Leon Poudiez, Ma- 
jor H. J. Gallagher, Capt. Brice, Capt. BE. H.

H. McKittrick, and Capt. Johnson.

GEN. WHEELER RETURNS | 


He Says a Strong Army Should 
Be Maintained to Back the 
Peace Commission. 


HIS ESTIMATE OF CUBANS 


He Favors Their Enlistment in the 
United States Army and Says 
Their Characters Are Not So 
Black as Painted. 


Major Gen. Joseph Wheeler arrived in this 
city yesterday morning in a private car. 
He was accompanied by his son, Lieut. 
Joseph Wheeler, Jr., and Major Beach. He 
had been to Alabama, where he took the 
body of his younger son, Thomas H. Wheel- 
er, the naval cadet who was Growned while 
bathing off Montauk Point. 

Gen. Wheeler spent most of the day vis- 
iting relatives and friends in the city, and 
started for Camp Wikoff at 5 P. M. He was 
seen prior to his departure, and when asked 
concerning the alleged interview in which 
he is said to have declared that both in his 
and in President McKinley’s opinion the 
war was not yet at an end, he said: 

“AWVith reference to an alleged interview 
in the presence of the Hon. Samuel Black- 
well, I can say I met that gentleman for 
a moment and shook hands with him, but 
I have not the slightest recollection of 
using the expressions which are attributed 
to me nor any expressions of a similar 
nature, and I am confident I did not use 
the expressions attributed to me regarding 
President McKinley, and I state further 
that President McKinley never used such 
an expression in my presence. 

“It is true that in answer to questions as 
to the mustering out of volunteer troops I 
have expressed an opinion that a consider- 
able portion of the volunteer force would 
be retained until peace is declared. From 
statements in the public press it appears 
that I have entertained fears that we would 
have some trouble or friction in adjusting 
matters in the Philippines, and, as a matter 
of fact, I have so stated in private, but cer- 
tainly during the last week, at least, I have 
not authorized the publication of any inter- 
view on the subject.”’ 

Speaking further on the maintenant of 
the army, Gen. Wheeler said: “ While I 
am at present in no position to give an au- 
thoritative opinion on what should be done 
with the remaining army, I feel at liberty 
to say that, while the war is to all intents 
and purposes at an end, still peace negotia- 
tions have not yet been definitely concluded, 
and, for that reason it would be wise to 
maintain an army strong enough and im- 
posing enough to give our Peazte Commis- 
sion a feeling of absolute security and en- 
able it to make its demands in a spirit 
which is conscious of the backing of a force 
sufficient to enable it to enforce such de- 
mands. This is really what I meant. I fully 
realize that the war is over, and that the 
Spaniards would be a little chary about 


facing our soldiers again, but it is well to 
be prepared for all emergencies. 


Declines to Give Figures. 


“How many men do I think ought to be 
kept in service? Well, I cannot very well 
go into figures. I think, however, the pres- 
ent number of troops who have not been 
placed on the mustering-out fist, together 
with the regulars, will suffice. The Adminis- 
tration has gone over the ground very care- 
fully, and has discussed the situation in all 


its phases. Should I suggest a definite num- 
ber now it would seem as if I were trying 
to give the Administration points, and this 
I am not allowed to do in public.” 

On the subject of the occupation of Cuba, 
Gen. Wheeler expressed the opinion that a 
large force would not be needed for garri- 
son duty on the island. 

“The character of the Cubans,’ he de- 
clared, “‘ has been somewhat misrepresent- 
ed. They are by no means as black as they 
are painted. As far as I have come to know 
them, they are tractable and permit them- 
selves to be reasoned with. It is merely a 
question of knowing how to handle them. 
You have got to make everything plain to 
them and appeal to their common sense. It 
must be borne in mind that their ways of 
thinking are entirely different from ours, 
and they look on things in an entirely dif- 
ferent light, but once they understand that 
what we intend to do is for their good, they 
will hardly cause us any trouble. 

“Take, for instance, the way the Cubans 
behaved before the battle of La Guasima. 
We had intended to have them co-operate 
with us and informed the Cuban officers 
of our intentions. In consequence of some 
misunderstanding the forces we expected 
they would place at our disposal did not 
arrive in time, but instead, 200 men under 
Gen. Castillo put in an appearance, and the 
latter announced that he was ready to go 
into the fight with us, but he wanted to 
place his men in the front. I pointed out 
to him that this would be impracticable 
and asked the men, for instance, if they 
should receive orders from their General to 
go to Siboney and Gen. Chaffee, who com- 
manded the brigade, should order otherwise, 
whom they would obey, and they replied 
they would follow their General. I showed 
them that this would result in a conflict of 
authority, which would do us more harm 
than good, and finally I succeeded in mak- 
ing them as docile and tractable as they 
could be. All they need is fair treatment 
and good diplomatic argument, and we 
shall have no trouble. 


Enlisting of Cubans. 


“The Administration has been seriously 
considering the question of enlisting Cubans 
for the United States Army, and I am quite 
in favor of the idea. I think they would 
make good soldiers with a little training 
under American officers, and once they ab- 
sorb the American soldier’s traits they can 
be relied upon to take care of Cuba them- 


selves. Of course at present they are not 
fit to govern, and they will have no oppor- 
tunity of doing so.” 

Asked what disposition he thought would 
be made of the troops now at Montauk, 
Gen. Wheeler said it had practically been 
decided to send all the troops whose posts 
were East of the Mississippi back to their 
barracks and the others will be distributed 
over various Southern camps in Alabama, 
eects and Kentucky until further or- 

ers, 

Gen. Wheeler said he had not yet he 
definitely whether there was to Be Mem 
of the troops in this city or not, but if the 
Administration had decided that no parade 
was to be held, it was due to the advice of 
the physicians, who were of the opinion 
that the men were in no condition to un- 
dergo the hardships which would necessari- 
ly be involved. Another obstacle, the Gen- 
eral thought, was the matter of transporta- 
tion. Aside from the considerable cost, it 
would take several days to bring the troops 
to New York, and the journey would be a 
tedious and disagreeable one ‘at best. 

As to his future plans, Gen. Wheeler said 
he had no idea what orders he would re- 
ceive. He would assume command of the 
cavalry division at Mgntauk and await the 
pleasure of the War Department. He would 
only be in command of the camp for the 
night, as Gen. Shefter, his superior would 
arrive at Camp Wikoff to-day : 


INFANTRY LEAVING MONTAUK. 


Four More Regiments Get Away for 
Their Stations—Four Deaths 
in Camp. 


MONTAUK POINT, L. I., Sept. 14.~pres- 
ent indications are that before the end of 
another week Camp Wikoff will be practi- 
cally abandoned. There were originally 
eighteen regular infantry regiments here. 
Seven of them have gone away, and eight 
more are under orders to move as soon as 
transportation can be furnished. Four in- 
fantry regiments left to-day, the Fourth, 


for Fort Sheridan; the Thirteenth, for vari- 
ous barracks ir New York State; the Seven- 
teenth, for Columbus, and the Twenty-first, 
fcr Plattsburg. The Twenty-first went first 
to New London by boat; the three others 
took trains for Long Island City. The last 
of Roosevelt’s Rough Riders left for New 
York to-night. The Twelfth Infantry will 
start for Jefferson Barracks to-morrow. 
The infantry regiments in camp to-night 
are the First, Second, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Tenth, Twelfth, Sixteenth, Twenty- 
second, Twenty-fourth, and Twenty-fifth. 
In regard to the cavalry regiments still 
in camp it has not been definitely deter. 
mined when or by what route they will 
leave, though the ponerse understanding 
now is that they will march from here to 
Long Island City. There are six cavalry 
regiments—the First, Second, Third, Sixth, 
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Ninth, and Tenth. ‘These number between 
3,000 and 4,000 men. . 

A number of the officers met to-day in 
one Of the big tents formerly used by the 
hospital to complete the organization of 
the Society of Santiago. Gen. Bates pre- 
sided. Owing to the absence of many offi- 
cers from camp the meeting was adjourned 
until to-morrow. This society was started 
in the camps about» Santiago after the 
capture. At the meeting to-day one of the 
officers showed a copy of the insignia of 
the orginal Society of Santiago, founded 
over years ago, after the defeat of the 
Moors by the Spanish armies at oer 
in Spain. The eae of incorporating the 
main features of the insignia in. that of 
the new organization was informally dis- 
cussed. 

The Roumania arrived this afternoon. 
She comes ior the purpose of carrying 
troops from here to other points. Other 
transports are expected within the next 
couple of days. The Relief took 300 soldiers 
from the hospital to-day and started for 
Philadelphia. The Red Cross took fifteen 
sick to Norwich, Conn. There was only one 
serious case aboard, that of Chester Wol- 
bridge of the Seventy-first New York, who 
is ill with typhoid fever. 

Gen. Wilson left the camp to-day because 
of ill-health. Mrs. Quintard, who has been 
in charge of the nurses here, left to-day. 
Miss Hudson succeeds her. There are now 
114 nurses and 45 attendants remaining.

THE LAST OF CAMP BLACK. 


The Three Remaining Batteries Leave 
To-day for Home. 


HEMPSTEAD PLAINS, L. IL. Sept. 14.— 
This was the last day in Camp Black for 
the Fourth, Fifth, and Seventh Batteries, 


the only troops in camp. They leave at 2 
P. M. to-morrow for home. 

The Seventh Battery, Capt. Sherry, circu- 
lated a petition asking that it be retained 
in the United States service. Ninety names 
out of one hundred and six were signed. 


EVACUATION OF PUERTO RICO. 


Reply of Spanish Commissioners, Set- 
ting Forth Their Position, Satis- 
factory to Our Delegates. 


SAN JUAN, Island of Puerto Rico, Sept. 
14.—The United States Puerto Rican Evacu- 
ation Commission met this morning. The 
reply of the Spanish Commissioners, setting 
forth their position in accordance with the 
instructions from Madrid, was received last 
night. It is satisfactory to our Commission- 
ers, who hope the main details of the evac- 
uation will be arranged within a few days. 
The protocol says ‘‘ immediate ” evacuation, 
which is construed to mean a reasonable 
time. 

t is understood that a Spanish steamer 
is expected here in a few days from Cadiz 
to embark the first detachment of troops, 


‘the Principado de Asturias Regiment, num- 


bering 800 men, which arrived: here: from 
Cuba prior to the outbreak of the war, and 
a battalion of engineers. 

The Spanish soldiers dread yellow fever 
and this fear may hasten the evacuation of 
the island, Over 1,000 Spanish troops per- 
ished during the epidemic of 1896. 

The steamer expected here to embark the 
first detachment is the Conde Wifrodo of 
2,767 tons, belonging to the Pinillos Line. 
She is commanded by Capt. Andraca, and 
left Cadiz on Sept. 1 for this port and for 
Havana, 


SPANISH WARSHIPS SAIL. 


Leave Puerto Rico in Accordance with 
the Evacaation Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Word reached 
the Navy Department to-day from Admiral 


Schley that all the Spanish war vessels in- 


Puerto Rico had left that country. The 
names of tke ships were given, but no men- 
tion was made of their point of destination. 
It is thought likelv at the Navy Depart- 
ment that the vesseis have left for some 
near-by port, probably Martinique. The 
war vessels included the Isabel II., a cruis- 
er; the gunboat Criollo, the torpedo boat 
Terror, a small gunboat, name not given, 


and one other. 
Their departure is simply in accordance 


with the plan of evacuation of the island by 
the Spanish forces, as provided for in the 
peace protocol. 


PUERTO RICAN POSTAL SERVICE. 


Four New Offices Opened—Spaniard 
Wants to be Postmaster General. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—A further ex- 
tension of the postal service in Puerto Rico 
has been made, the following towns having 
been designated as postal stations: Coamo, 
Utuamo, Yacuo, and Juandiaz. These of- 
fices will be in charge of officials sent from 
this country. in many cases the Spanish 
officials are permitted to administer the du- 
ties in such offices, but are under the su- 
pervision of American authorities. Where 
found unsatisfactory they are replaced by 
American officials, as is shown by a letter 
recently received from Agent Kempner by 
First Assistant Perry Heath. 

The letter states that the military author- 
ities at Guantanamo, Cuba, found the Post- 
master to be a Spanish sympathizer, who 
was not trusted by the Cubans or foreign- 
ers. He was not considered a safe person 
to handle the mails, and Col. H. P. Ray 
therefore appointed a regimental Chaplain 


in his stead to serve temporarily. It has 
been recommended that a United States 
Post Office official be sent there as soon as 
possible with sufficient stamps to supply 
the demand, as none can be obtained at 
that place.” W. E. Spicer will take charge 
of the office. 

A Spaniard, who evidently believes that 
most friendly relations have been restored 
between this country and his people, has 
made application to be appointed Postmas- 
ter General of the Island of Puerto Rico, 
Eduardo Del Rio Gonzales is at present 
Chief Clerk of the Telegraph Department 
of Spain, and has exercised in Puerto Rico 
the functions of Central Administrator of 
Communications. He believes that he can 
remedy imperfections in the service and re- 
organize and develop it throughout the isl- 
and. He stated these facts in a letter to 
the President, which was referred to Post- 
master General Emory Smith. 


Free Postal Delivery in Santiago. 


Louis Kempner, in charge of the United 
States Post Office in Santiago, has written 


to Postmaster Van Cott saying that a sys- 
tem of free delivery was begun in Santiago 
on Monday last. The experiment thus far 
has been a success. The station at Santiago 
is a branch of the New York Post Office. 
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OBDAM SAILS FOR PONCE. 


}She Carries Pennsylvania Troops, 
Postal Clerks, and Stores. 


The Obdam, Capt. Walter Allen, sailed 
from Pier 22, Brooklyn, last night for 
‘Ponce, Puerto Rico. She had on board the 
First Battalion of the Sixteenth Pennsyl- 
vania Regiment, seventy regular passen- 
gers, sixteen postal clerks, and a crew of 
seventy-five. Her cargo consisted, in “the

ts now in Puerto Rico. She carried also 
$5,000 worth of delicacies and two ambu- 
la s for the army hospitals. 

ne battalion goes to Ponce, and will at 
once join the rest of the regiment. Lieui. 
Col.. Rickards has charge of the battalion, 
which contains 415 officers and men. I 
consists of Companies B, G, L, and M. 
There were also fifty recruits for the other 
companies of the regiment. The battalion 
has been at Chickamauga Park, Newport 
News, ana Camp Meade. The men leit 
Camp Meade at 9 o’clock Tuesday night, 
arrivir.g in Jersey City at 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning. They reached the pier at 
which the Obdam was moored at 7 o’clock. 
They were not allowed to go aboard until 
7 o’clock last night. Arms were stacked on 
the pier, and three meals, consisting oI 
traveling rations, were eaten there. The 
men were all in good humor last night, and 
found no fault with the arrangement.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—When Wal- 
ter Rosser, the Tennessee volunteer who is 
charged with the murder of Henry Hilde- 
brand, a clerk in the Spreckels Market dur- 
ing a drunken spree, was booked at the City 
Prison, he began to recover from his intoxi- 
cation. He surrendered a lady’s gold watch 
and $65 in coin, and asked that care be 
taken of the valuables. -Then he wept and 
said he realized his deep disgrace, but he 
claimed that he did not recollect anything 
about the shooting.

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[CUBAN MANIFESTO ISSUED] &-

So-Called Provisional Government. 
Explains Its Position-to 
: the People. 


NEW ASSEMBLY TO BE CALLED 


Will Decide Upon a Future Course of 
Action—This Country’s Promise of 
Independence Recalled and 
Emphasized. 


—_—_—— 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 14.—The 
Council of the so-called Provisional Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Cuba, represented 
by Sefior Bartolome Masso, President; Sefior 
Mendez Capote, Vice President, and Sefior 
Font, Sefior Aleman, and Sefior Moreno de 
la Torre, Secretaries, met at Santa Cruz on 
Sept. 1 and formulated a manifesto to the 
Cuban people, with an order to the mili- 
tary commanders of the Cuban Army, both 
of which have been promulgated. 

The manifesto, which is an elaborate doc- 
ument, touches on the history of the move- 
ment for Cuban independence and the prin- 
ciples upon which the Cuban people have 
fought for their liberty. It proceeds, in part, 
as follows: 

“The peace preliminaries have been 
signed, and the Government of the United 


| States has imposed upon Spain an obliga- 


tion to renounce all her rights of sovereignty 
over the Island of Cuba and to evacuate the 
territory immediately. The cessation of 
hostilities has also been agreed upon. 

“ Though the principal object of our revo- 
lutidén has been attained—that is, the de- 
struction of Spanish domination—the work 
of this council is not yet at an end, for the 
Cuban Republic—the ideal for which we 
have fought—has not yet been constituted. 
Now that hostilities have ceased and Spaih 
has renounced her sovereignty, it is the 
duty of this council to set befere the Cuban 
people the feelings and purposes of the men 
who made the revolution. 


Intervention of the United States. 


“We always felt confident that through 
our own perseverance We would in the long 
run destroy Spanish domination, but we 
must acknowledge that an indefinite pro- 
longation of the struggle would have an- 
nihilated the ijittle that was left of our 
wealth and population. The entrance upon 


the field of a powerful and decisive factor, 
upon which we have always relied, and to- 
ward which the hearts of all Cubans have 
always turned, has put an end to the hor- 
rors of war, to the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

“This prompt solution, we must acknowl- 
edge, we could never have attained. It is 
proper to acknowledge the evident truth. 
That is the best title the United States has 
to our gratitude. We were abandoned by 
the world, some nations ignoring us 
through selfishness, others, ignorant of our 
real condition, considering us an obstinate 
and ungovernable people, because we did 
not accept the cajoleries and flatteries with 
which Spain tried to sooth our just anger. 

“This was our situation when the peo- 
ple of the United States, their Government, 
and Congress came to our rescue, and took 
upon their shoulders the task of deliver- 
ing us at once from an unbearable yoke, as 
our sufferings could not be endured or 
permitted longer. They have accomplished 
their programme brilliantly. What is more, 
they have liberated in one way or another 
from the rule of Spain all peoples oppressed 
by her. The liberation is definite and irre- 
vocable. Spain has been expelled from this 
hemisphere. 

“We are grateful. In nations as well as 
in individuals gratitude is ennobling. As 
we begin now our national life we, more 
than any other people, must be jealous of 
our national honor. It is therefore the 
duty of this council to explain to the peo- 
= of Cuba what in its opinion are our 

uties toward the United States and toward 
ourselves,..and what are the rules that 
enght te direct our conduct. 


“Not- Reeognized, but Not Opposed. 
““When after a long struggle the United 
States Congress recognized the right of the 
people of Cuba to be free and independ- 
ent, and ordered the Spanish forces to 
withdraw from the island, no Cuban Gov- 
ernment was recognized, but the one we 
had constituted, though not recognized, was 


not opposed and has not been opposed. 
No steps have been taken to dislodge it 
from the place where it exercised its func- 
tion, nor has it been considered an illegiti- 
mate authority which events have dis- 
solved or destroyed for the good of the peo- 
ple of Cuba. 

“It could not be otherwise. The United 
States could not interfere in our struggle 
for the sake of what our enemies might, 
consider a political faction. The American 
Government could intervene for the benefit 
of the whole people of Cuba, a part of 
whom, being under Spanish rule, was not 
free to express a purpose or a preference. 
The intention of the United States was that 
as soon as the obstacle of Spanish rule had 
been removed, the whole Cuban people 
should choose a Government that would 
shape the destinies of the island. 

“The people of the United States have 
all along appreciated the fact that the ma- 
jority of the people of Cuba is in agreement 
with our principles, for the motto of the 
United States vernment has been the 
same as our own—absolute independence for 
Cuba. Under these conditions, the Ameri- 
cans could not take a hostile attitude 
toward us or consider our ‘authority ille- 
Gitimate and harmful to the welfare of the 

uban people. 

“These considerations have convinced us 
that we should not dissolve, and that the 
powers we have received from an assembly 
elected by the people under arms should 
not be abdicated. On the contrary, we feel 
that we should remain as a nucleus and 
— for those who have vested such power 
n us. 

“We have, therefore, decided to call to- 
gether another assembly, which will de- 
termine our future course.” 

In conclusion, the manifesto gives a num- 
ber of reasons why the proposed assembly 
should be convened and some Government 
or another chosen, “ not with the character 
of a Government as yet, but as an official 
representation of those Cubans who fought 
against Spain and of those who, in the cit- 
ies under Spain’s control and in foreign 
ey ae have helped and supported 
them.”

HACKENSACK, N. J., Sept. 14.—Former

for a violation of its rules. When Private 


Cook of the Seventy-first New York died 
here on Sunday, Mr. Lebagh took charge of 
the funeral, as the young soldier, who was 
an Englishman, had no relatives in this 
country. At the funeral McPherson Post 
turned out and the Grand Army of the Re- 
public ritual was used. This is a violation 
of the rules of the organization, as Cook 
Was not a veteran of the civil war nor a 
member of the Grand Army.

REGULARS PASS THROUGH 


Fourth, Thirteenth, and Seven- 
teenth Infantry Come from 
Montauk and Continue West. 


A STORY FROM SAN JUAN HILL 


Members of the Thirteenth Corroborate 
a Report that the Seventy-first 
Fired by Mistake Into Their 
Ranks—Underbrush Lay 
Betweeh. 


The Red Cross Hospital people at Long 
Island City were kept busy yesterday ex- 
tending hospitality to long columns of reg- 
ulars that came from Camp Wikoff on spe- 
cial trains, bound for their various stations. 
There were the Fourth, Thirteenth, and 
Seventeenth Infantry, or what was left of 
them, for battle and disease had thinned 
their ranks to a shocking degree, 

The Fourth Infantry was the first to ar- 
rive, getting, in after a five hours’ trip, at 
about 2:30 P. M., under Major Stephen Ba- 
ker. Their regular Colonel, Robert H. Hall, 
is now a Brigadier General in the volunteer 
service, and is in Florida. Capts. Butler D. 
Price and George ’D. Webster, both Acting 
Majors, commanded the First and Second 
Battalions.'’ There were 260 enlisted men 
out of 590 taken down to Cuba, and 7 out of 
33 officers, 

Officers and men were weak from the ef- 


fects of the campaign, but showed the cus- 
tomary patience and discipline of regulars. 
They took the West Shore Railroad ferry- 
boat Albany from Long Island City for 
Weehawken, where they took a train for 
Fort Sheridan, Ill. 1 

The Thirteenth Infantry, the first regi- 
ment to mount the hill at San Juan and 
capture Spanish colors, reached Long Isl- 
and City about 3 o’clock, in command of 
Col. A. T Smith, whose Adjutant was Mun- 
roe McFarland. The men marched to the 
Red Cross Hospital, where they had a 
luncheon of sandwiches, coffee, and milk, 
and where one of their men, Private Cham. 
bers, who was suffering from malaria, and 
whose temperaturé was 106, was left. Major 
P. H. Ellis took three companies to Gov- 
ernors Island, where they are to do garrison 
duty, on the Government tug, General 
Meigs. These companies were stationed on 
the island before the war. 

The rest of the regiment boarded the —— 
Island Railroad ferryboat Long Beach anc 
started down the river, waving hats and 
handkerchiefs and cheering lustily to the 
passengers on ferryboats and getting re- 
sponses in kind. They proceeded to Wee- 
hawken also, where they arrived at 5 P. M. 
Besides the Colonel’s staff and the band, 
there were CompaniesA, C, G, H, and E. 
All but the last named, which will do duty 
at Fort Niagara, will be stationed at Fort 
Porter, Buffalo. Companies I, K, L, and M 
are yet to be organized. ‘ 

There were 169 officers and men in all 
that took the train. The hg had 22 
officers and 485 men when it left Tampa 
on the transport Saratoga. It returned with 
10 officers and many fewer than 300 men. 


Action of the Seventy-first. 


The Thirteenth was one of two regiments 
that were said to have lost heavily by the 
accidental firing of Seventy-first men into 


their ranks. This statement was made by 
Privates Joseph Manges and James Drown 
of Troops E and C, respectively, Sixth Cav- 
alry. hey said that Thirteenth and Twen- 
ty-first men had told them that they had 
lost more in this way than by the Spanish 
fire, Adjt. McFarland of the Thirteenth 
was asked about this and said: 

“TI would not like to make that charge. It 
cannot be proved that the Seventy-first men 
fired into our ranks, and I prefer not to 
speak of it.”” The men, however, were more 
outspoken, and several of them said that 
the Seventy-first had fired in their direction, 
and that .45-calibre bullets, such as were 
used only by United States volunteers, were 
afterward extracted from members of the 
Thirteenth. R. S. Smith of Company C said 
that the wounds made by the Mauser bul- 
let and by the .45-calibre bullet differed 

eatly. “‘ The Mauser bullet makes only a 
fittle hole,” said he, “‘ while the forty-five 
makes an opening as big as your thumb. 
After the battle of San Juan several of our 
men were found to have these wounds. 

‘One member of Company E said that he 
had -extracted a bullet from the leg of 
Daniel Proud of his company, who is now 
recuperating in some hospital, after the 
battle of San Juan. “ This was_a United 
States bullet of .45-calibre,” said he. “It 
was a glance shot that struck him, and the 
bullet entered only a little way, so that I 
was able to squeeze it out and dress the 
wound.” 

The men explained that, after their regi- 
ment had prec over the prostrate forms 
of some of the Seventy-first’s men, whom 
they had come to support, and had gone on 
and had crossed the creek before climbing 
San Juan Hill, (which they did by a 
flank movement.) the thick underbrush hid 
them from the Seventy-first. The Seventy- 
first was getting a hailstorm of Mauser 
bullets and attempted to reply without hav- 
ing any. definite idea as to where the Thir- 
teenth was. As a result a number of bul- 
lets went astray and struck Thirteenth men. 
William Pierson of Company C said that 
the Seventy-first was without doubt a splen- 
did body of men. “If they had been led 
by United States Army officers,” said he, 
“T think they would never have flinched a 
particle, Several of them said that if they 
enlisted again they would want to do it un- 
der the regular army officers.” 

The Thirteenth men said that it was im- 
possible to teil, when one of their men fell 
whether he had been struck by a bulle 
fired from in front or behind, but that it 
was easy to tell afterward from the wound. 
The Spaniards used some .45-calibre cart- 
ridges, but these were of foreign make, and 
the bullets had brass covers. The regulars 
admitted that the volunteers had some ex- 
cuse for wild firing in the position they oc- 
cupied, where they could not see ahead 
through the thick brush. 


Praise for the Volunteers, 


Sergt. O’Neill of Company H said that the 
Seventy-first was»as fine a body of volun- 
teers as he ever saw, and he did not think 
any of the men lost their heads so badly as to 


fire into American ranks. Said Private Fred 
Binkley of the same company: ‘‘I don’t be- 
lieve the story at all. The Seventy-first 
didn’t fire into our ranks as far as 1 have 
been able to learn. The Spaniards, many of 
them, used a .40-calibre bullet as well as a 
Mauser, and the wounds are much alike. I 
think that the report arose from this.’”’ 

The Thirteenth men showed no disposi- 
tion to complain of their treatment in Cuba 
or anywhere else. ‘I was surprised,” said 
one man, “at the way they managed to 
provide for us. One night we got sup- 

lies when I didn’t expect that we would 

ave any food at all. The men had received 

three days’ rations, and had thrown a 
lot of them away on the march. At the end 
of the day a fresh supply of food was 
brought to us at the top of a hill we had 
taken after long fighting. 

‘* We heard the cheerful jingle of the pack 
mule trains when we were expecting noth- 
ing, and then the train hove in sight. If 
any one deservés praise, the men who 
brought up those ck trains do. A mule 
isn’t a pleasant animal to have-anything to 
do with at any time, and to lead up a pack 
train when the bullets were picking off the 
brutes every now and then was no easy 
matter.” 

About 9 P. M. the Seventeenth Infantry, 
with 17 officers and 286 men, drew into the 
Long Island City Station on a special train, 
and marched over at once to the Red Cross 
Hospital. Col. C. 8. Roberts was in com- 
mand, Major O’Brien being in charge of the 
pA and Capt. Roach of the Second Bat- 
talion. 

The regiment had seventy-six sick men 
and one Surgeon, Dr. Pitcher, to care for 
them. But the men were all anxious to go 
on with the regiment, and not one of them 
was left at the hospital. The regiment 
took a ferryboat to Jersey City to take 
train for Columbus, Ohio. It numbered 82 
= and 530 privates when it went to 

uba. 


CHAPLAIN TERRY SICK. 


He Is Taken Ill, but Not Seriously, 
While on Furlough at Southampton. 


SOUTHAMPTON, L.L., Sept. 14.—The Rev. 
Roderick Terry, pastor of the South Church, 
Madison Avenue, Manhattan, and Chaplain 
of the Twelfth New York Volunteers, is ill 
here. He came here to spend his furlough, 
which he received on the return of the 
regiment from Chickamauga. He was not 
well when he arrived, as he complained of 
being run down and weakened by his stay 
in camp. He has now developed malarial 
fever, but as yet not of a severe type. 

His condition is not serious, and it is 
thought a few days’ treatment will start 
him on the road to recovery. 


Troop A Private Sick in Philadelphia. 
Private Amos R. Eno Pinchot of Troop A 
is in the Pennsylvania Hospital, at Phila- 
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delphia, ,recovering from fever. He was 
dangerously ill in Puerto Rico, the result of 


exposure and fatigue, partly due to his care 
of a comrade. who was left alone there. 
Private Pinchot staid with him and brought 
him down to within twenty miles of Ponce. 
There they were found by an army surgeon, 
who carried them both to Miss Margaret 
Chanler’s hospital, where they were care- 
fully looked after. Miss Chanler has taken 
care of over a hundred men. Those who 
are able pay a nominal sum, while the oth- 
ers are served equally well and entirely at 
her personal expense,

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THE OMAHA GONFERENCE| ON THE BASEBA 


Advocates of Gold and Silver De- 
liver Arguments to Support 
Their Theories. 


SILVER RECEIVES A HEARING 


Chairman Towne of the Silver Repub- 
lican National Committee Speaks 
“. in Support of the White 
Metal. 


OMAHA, Sept, 14.—The: Monetary Con- 
ference resumed its session this morning in 
the Nebraska Building, on the exposition 
grounds. The first paper read was that of 
Judge M. L. Crawford of Dallas, Texas, who 
spoke in opposition to free silver coinage. 
Judge Crawford said that the adoption of 


-the ratio of 16 to 1 would mean, not bimet- 


allism, but silver monometallism, and that 
bimetallism could exist only on the statute 


books. 

He claimed that no condition existing in 
this country would justify or excuse the 
edoption of a monetary system and stand- 
ard of value at war with that maintained 
by all the great commercial nations of the 
earth. He continued: “More than nine- 
tenths of our commerce is with gold-stand- 
ard countries. Our exports vastly exceed 
our imports; the balance of trade is in our 
favor, and, to settie it, gold is pouring in 
upon us in an almost unbroken stream.” 

Referring to the industrial prosperity and 
superiority of America, Judge Crawford 
eaid: ‘“‘ We don’t want to change our policy. 
We can’t afford to risk an experiment. All 
we want the Government to do is to main- 
tain a financial system in harmony with 
other great nations of the world, and give 
us a banking system that will equalize the 
interest rates and loanable capital between 
all sections of the country. The good sense 
and enterprise of the American people will 
do the rest.”’ 

When Judge Crawford had finished, Chair- 
man Towne of the Silver Republican Na- 
tional Committee, who was presiding, called 
Senator Allen to the chair and delivered his 
address. Mr. Towne subdivided his address 
into eleven propositions, as _ follows: 
**Money is purchasing power.” ‘“ Stability 
of value the test of good money.” “ Falling 
prices an evil.” ‘Appreciating money 
neither sound nor honest.”’ “‘ The gold stand- 
ard unsound and dishonest.” ‘‘ There was 
every reason to anticipate the results of de- 
monetization.” ‘‘ The effects of demonetiza- 
tion were foreseen and foretold.’’ ‘* Vain ef- 
forts to break the force of conclusion.” 
“Present condition intolerable.’’ ‘‘ The re- 
gstoration of silver the only alternative.” 
“The United States alone can maintain the 
parity at 16 to 1." He said: 

“The indisputable and portentous fact of 
the tremendous appreciation of gold is the 
central point of this great controversy. 
Rightly apprehended, it is alone absolutely 
destructive of all claims on the part of the 
gold standard to be considered a satisfac- 
tory money system. Any such claim is con- 
fronted with the insuperable fact that dur- 
ing the existence of that system, it has 
given the gold-using world a most unstable 
measure of value, one that has nearly dou- 
bled in twenty-five years. The gold stand- 
ard and permanently higher prices are im- 
possible companions. The continuance of 
that system means a continued increase in 
the purchasing power of the dollar, and, 
which is identically the same thing, a pro- 
tracted fall of general prices.” 

Ex-Senator Joseph M. Carey of Wyoming 
followed Mr. Towne. He said, in part: 

“For centuries, acting on theory only, 
there have been those who insisted that, by 
legislation, something could be created out 
of nothing. Many times has the experiment 
been made, and as many times have these 
experiments failed. There are those to-day, 
as there were yesterday, who claim that it 
is within the province of the Government to 
create money. This was not tried in the 
United States previous to the war period. 
It is difficult to tell how much the “ green- 
back” acts cost the taxpayers of the Unit- 
ed States. It has been estimated that they in- 
creased the cost of the war fully half; but, 
whether that be true or not, we know that 
they, to a great extent, undermined the 
eredit of the Government when credit was 
most needed. 

“The time has certainly arrived when the 
gold standard should be accepted by all the 
people. The Nation should be placed on a 
sound financial basis. Its currency should 
be uniform, and the Nation should go out 
of the banking business and not be here- 
after compelled to go into the market and 
buy gold to maintain its established high 
credit.” 

The principal speakers at the afternoon 
session of the currency conference were 
George Fred Williams of Boston and Con- 
gressman Fowier of Blizabeth. N. J. The 
former spoke for silver and the latter for 
the gold standard. 


THE LAFAYETTE MEMORIAL. 


The President Promises Recognition 


and Indorsement of the Movement. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Alexander H. 
Revell, Vice President of the Lafayette Me- 
morial Commission, accompanied by Robert 
J. Thompson, Secretary; Secretary of State 


Day, and Controller Dawes, who are also 
members of the commission, called upon’ the 
President to-day for the purpose of en- 
gaging his co-operation and recognition of 
the Lafayette monument movement. They 
were cordially received, and the President 
referred to their efforts in the highest pos- 
sible terms. He promised to give them 
fitting recognition and indorsement in a 
few days. : 

The present plans are that Oct. 19, the 
date of the fall of Yorktown, be recognized 
in’all the schools and colleges of the United 
States as Lafayette Day, when exercises 
and collections will be made to raise the 
funds for the monument. It is expected 
that the celebration of United States Day 
at the Paris Exposition, on which occasion 
the monument will be unveiled, will be made 
especially conspicuous and be thus signal- 
ized above that of all other nations. 


Our Naval Representative at Paris. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—At the request 
of Commissioner General Peck, Passed As- 
Sistant Engineer F. N. Bennett has been 


selected as a representative of the United 
States Navy on the Paris Exposition Com- 
mission. Mr. Bennett has just terminated 
forty-two months’ service on the flagship 
New York. He was entitled to relief and 
shore service just before the outbreak of 
hostilities, but, at his own request, he was 
permitted to remain on the ship, where he 
served throughout the war with gallantry 
and earned the encomiums of his superior 
efficers.

BANGLE’S LONG, GAME DRIVE 


From the Head of the Stretch Down 
to the Finish, the Son of Iroquois 
Fought It Out Inch by Inch 
with Lillian Belle. 


Starter Fitzgerald’s work with the flag at 
Gravesend yesterday was in marked con- 
trast with that of the previous day, for the 
starter had permission to use any contriv- 
ance he desired in order to effect good 
starts. The contrast between the starting 
on Tuesday and that yesterday was so 
marked that there will probably be no fur- 
ther objection made to the ordinary barrier 
while Mr. Fitzgerald is starter. On Tues- 
day he was handicapped by being obliged 
to use a barrier behind the horses, a device 
with which he had no previous experience, 
and the result was that the starting was de- 
layed, visitors were irritated, and it became 
necessary to declare off a race to make the 
day’s sport come within the pale of the 
law. But while the starter’s work was con- 
demned on all sides, those who shouted 
loudest seemed to lose sight of the fact that 
most of the starts effected were good ones, 
and that with alot of unruly boys it is 
necessary, even if there is a long delay, to 
make the jockeys feel that they must obey. 
The long waits on Tuesday were productive 
of some good, for in yesterday’s races the 
jockeys seemed to realize that unless they 
acted as the starter directed, they would 
not be allowed to go, even if it became 
necessary to declare off every other race of 
the afternoon, and they behaved well and 
the flelds were sent off in good shape. In- 
stead of groaning at starts, the spectators 
in several events in which the starts were 
made in front of the grand stand, applaud- 
ed the starter’s efforts. 

During the afternoon ex-Corporation Coun- 
sel W. H. Clark, who now ‘has a fair string 


of horses, signed ‘‘ Danny” Maher, the 
crack lightweight whom “Jack’’ Joyner 
brought out, to ride for him for the next 
two years at a salary of $10,000 a year. 
Maher’s riding this season has been brill- 
iant, and Mr, Clark ha: secured one of the 
cleverest lightweight jockeys in the coun- 


try. 

The racing was not distinctly high-class, 
for there were no stake events on the pro- 
gramme, but the contests were in some of 
the events exciting and the finishes close. 
The best race of the day was the fifth, an 
all-aged event at a mile. There were only 
five starters, of which two were two-year- 
olds, and outsiders. Bangle, Sir Gawain, 
and Lillian Belle were conceded to have the 
race among them, and so it proved, but 
Bangle, who was a 1 to 2 shot in the bet- 
ting, had to make the race of his life to get 
first money, and then he won only by a 
head, and after a drive with Lillian Belle 
which lasted from the head of the stretch. 
Bangle was in front all of the way, but 
Lillian Belle kept always within striking 
distance until the bend into the stretch was 
made, when she challenged the leader, and 
the drive began. It was one of the prettiest 
drives of the year, for a single blanket 
could have covered both horses from the 
eighth pole home to the finish line, and up 
to the last jump the winner of first money 
wae me doubt. Bangie, however, won by a

Miss Tenny, whose last two races were 
disappointing, redeemed herself by winning 
easily in the five and one-half furlong sell- 
ing race. She led from start to finish, and 
won as she pleased. 

Glenheim, John E. Madden’s colt, who 
showed up so well this Spring, is rounding 
back to his old form, judging from the man- 
ner in which he won the two-year-old han- 
dicap.

medals. hese eight men are Foxhall 
Keene, A. M. Coats, and James A. Stillman 
of Newport, Walter J. Travis of Oakland, 
L.. L.; Findlay Douglas of Fairfield County, 
Walter B. Smith, and Charles B. Macdongid 
of Chicago, and George D. Fowle of Phiia- 
delphia. 

Macdonald is expected to defeat Coats, 
and Walter B. Smith to defeat Fowle. 
Douglas will probably defeat Stillman, but 
as to the outcome of the Keene-Travis 
match opinions differ. By his unlooked-for 
victory over the cool and steady Tyng, Fox- 
hall Keene’s golfing stock has risen a few 
points above par, and he will have backers 
to-day who yesterday would not have 
touched him.

HIGHER EDUCATION IN CHINA. 


A National University at Pekin Will 
Be the System’s Nucleus, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Minister Con- 
ger informs the Department of State that 
the Emperor of China by imperial decree 
has sanctioned the opening of a national 
university at Pekin, in connection with 
which schools are to be established in the 


provincial capitals, and educational institu- 
tions called the “third class” are to be 


opened in the department and district cities. 
Graduates of the schools of the third class 
may enter the intermediate colleges, and 
the university at Pekin. It is believed that 


the curriculum adopted by the Japanese 
university will be followed. 

Another dispatch from Minister Conger 
would indicate that the Emperor of China 
has taken a long stride in advance in civi- 
lization by encouraging the newspapers of 
his empire to publish a truthful and full 
account of daily events, and to be both 
bold and fearless in the discussion of cur- 
rent affairs. He has by public proclamation 
made the Chinese Daily Progress an official 
organ and has declared that articles which 
appear in Chinese newspapers, though ap- 
parently displeasing to him, shall not on 
that account be suppressed. 

He has directed that important articles of 
current events in the leading papers shall 
be marked and presented to Sim promptly. 
He assigns, in his proclamation, the reason 
for this that he desires to extend his knowl- 
edge of affairs both Chinese and foreign. 


Zangwill’s Philadelphia Visit. 


In a letter received yesterday from TI. 
Zangwill, by James B. Pond, Mr. Zangwill 
incloses a letter from Mayor Warwick of 
Philadelphia, granting the freedom of the 
city to the novelist, with an escort, if he 
wishes to visit the public institutions dur- 
ing his stay in that city as the guest of his 
friend, Judge Sulzberger.

THE CAUSE OF REPUBLICAN LOSSES. 

The Tribune thinks the Republican 
losses in Vermont and Maine will be a 
good thing for the party. The Repub- 
licans were too confident. The war feel- 
ing had lulled them into a false sense of 
security. They thought the enthusiasm 
over our victories would incline every- 
body to vote the Republican ticket, and 
too many of them staid at home. These 
losses in the two strongest Republican 
States in New England will rouse them 
to vigorous exertions in the Congressional 
elections. 

That is The Tribune’s view. 
~ What does the President think about 
it? 

The Republican vote in Vermont fell 
from 51,000 in 1896 to 38,000 in 1898, a 
loss of 25 per cent., and the Democrats 
gained several seats in the Legislature. 

In Maine returns from more than 250 
towns show losses indicating a Repub- 
lican plurality of not more than 23,000, 
against 38,000 plurality for the candidate 
for Governor in 1894. In addition to this 
the Democrats elected eighteen Repre- 
sentatives, a gain of twelve. 

A party newspaper can afford to be 
mistaken about the cause of these start- 
ling Republican losses. Irritation over the 
prohibitory law in Vermont and overcon- 
fidence in Maine are good enough for any 
irresponsible commentator on the Sep- 
tember elections. But the President can- 
not afford to be mistaken. 

If there is to be a series of Republican 
disasters this Fall, extending even to the 
loss of the House of Representatives, the 
President will inevitably be held respon- 
sible. He is the head of his party, and 
the only member of it in a position to do 
or refuse to do things that may affect 
the vote of the whole country. 

The prohibition and the overconfidence 
theory will not answer for the President. 
He must know the actual reason for his 
party’s losses. As he examines his official 
conduct and policies in search for some 
offending cause, for some acts of omis- 
sion or commission that may explain this 
unwillingness of the Republicans in Ver- 
mont and Maine to vote their party tick- 
et, he will be duly impressed, we hope, 
with the imperative need of putting his 
finger on the real cause, not on some sus- 
pected and conjectural reason. 

If he finds out the real cause he can 
remove it. If he deceives himself and at- 
tempts corrections at random without 
coming at the true source of the trouble, 
the returns of the November elections 
will be very painful reading for him. 


THE MONEY SITUATION. 


The announcement that $1,600,000 in 
gold fas been engaged in London for 
shipment to this city and the probability 
that much larger shipments will soon be 
made ought to allay all uneasiness about 
any serious stringency in the money 
market. The very large credit we estab- 
lished in London by our trade balance of 
$600,000,000 last year has not by any 
means been exhausted by the recent 
European buying of our securities or by 
any other efforts. London owes us money 
which is subject to our call and will be 
called whenever the money rate, actual 
or prospective, makes it more profitable 
to employ it here than there, The inter- 
est rate here can hardly rise to the strin- 
gency level with the certainty of gold 
imports operating to relieve anxiety and 
make easy conditions. 

It is evident, however, that this mar- 
ket must presently obtain a larger sup- 
ply of cash to meet the double drain into 
the Treasury on the bond subscription 
account and into the interior for moving 
the crops. Ten weeks ago, on July 2, the 
New York banks had a cash reserve of 
$250,000,000 in specie and legal tender, 
a sum which was $62,000,000 in ex- 
cese of the legal requirement. Last 
Saturday’s statement showed that $60,- 
000,000 of this cash had been lost 
and the surplus reserve was down to 
the low figure of $7,000,000. Should the 
Arain continue through the present week, 


causing the disappearance of the surplus 
reserve, the banks would naturally resort 
to a contraction of their Joans in order 
to restore the reserve and strengthen 
their position. But the demand for 
money continuing in the face of dimin- 
ished accommodation, a resort would, at 


once be had to gold imports to meet the 


needs of borrowers and maintain the sup- 
ply of cheap money, upon which the ac- 
tivity of trade and speculation depends. 

The United States Treasury now holds 
$302,000,000 in cash in excess of Its out- 
standing obligations. This represents a 
loss of $7,000,000 since last Saturday, 
but a gain of $64,000,000 since July 14, 
when the first payments were riade on 
account of the bond swbscriptions. It is 
very evident that the money withdrawn 
from the New York banks has gone into 
the Treasury. Secretary Gace has tried 
in various ways to return some of the 
money to active use, but thus far no 
plan has been suggested by which the 
Treasury alone would be able by antici- 
pating interest payments and by bond 
purchases to put out cash enough ef- 
fectually to avert a money stringency 
were one really threatened. The Govern- 
ment has $73,000,000 on deposit in banks. 
These deposits will doubtless be increased 
somewhat as,the final payments on the 
bond subscriptions are made. The new 
war revenue measure puts the Govern- 
ment in a different position toward the 
money market than it has occupied for 
several years. So long as there was a 
large monthly deficit there was no dan- 
ger that money would be locked up in 
the Treasury. But now that the war is 
over and the expenditures on war ac- 
count are rapidly diminishing, the new 
stamp taxes added to the former reve- 
nues of the Government will presently 
produce a surplus which will remain in 
the Treasury unless extraordinary means 
are employed to get it out. And in addi- 
tion to the increased inflow of money in 
the form of taxes large sums are going 
into the Treasury to complete the pay- 
ment for the bonds. It is now evident 
that the Government will not need all of 
the $200,000,000 obtained by the sale of 
the 8 per cent. bonds, but there is no way 
to reduce the issue below the full sum bid 
for and awarded. 

It is not the amount of the loan so 
much as the manner of making it that is 
a Source of present embarrassment. Had 
the Government disposed of its bonds in 
the usual way, the only businesslike and 
profitable way, the’ terms of payment 
could easily have been arranged so as to 
cause a minimum of disturbance in the 
money market. But a “ popular loan ”’ Is 
an unmanageable thing. To begin with 
the credit of the Government was dam- 
aged and a false standard of money 
value as measured by interest rate es- 
tablished by selling the bonds at 8 per 
cent., when in a properly managed bond 
sale the United States could borrow at a 
rate materially lower. The interest rate 


on United States bonds is the standard || 


by which money rates are gauged. If' the’ 
Government pays too high a rate, busi- 
ness men the country over have to pay 
more than money is really worth. The 
loss of some eight or ten millions In pre- 
mium on the bonds was, of course, abso- 
lute. That was the immediate price the 
Government paid for yielding to the 
clamor of ignorant demagogues. The 
popular loan plan was a clumsy, artifi- 
cial, and wasteful way of doing what the 
natural laws of trade have provided a 
very much better way of doing. It was a 
costly piece of folly. 

If, through the sudden withdrawal of 
all these millions into the Treasury, busi- 
ness men are forced to pay a higher rate 
of interest for the money they borrow, 
they will naturally borrow less money 
and buy fewer goods. The business of 
the country suffers directly and largely 
from the consequences of issuing bonds 
on the “popular” plan to please the 
demagogues instead of on the business- 
like plan of borrowing from the lender 
who was willing to accept the lowest 
rate of interest. 


ANARCHISM AND NATIONALITY. 

It was almost inevitable that the brutal 
murder of the Austrian Empress by an 
Anarchist who happens to be an Italian 
should arouse demonstrations against 
Italians in Austria. That might not be 
the case if the relations between the 
countries were not already strained. As 
a matter of fact, they have been strained 
ever since the Austrians entered Italy. 
The Austrian occupation aroused a hos- 
tility in Italy which nothing but the ex- 
pulsion of the Austrians could have al- 
layed. When, by the aid of France, that 
expulsion was effected as a sequel of the 
Franco-Austrian War of 1859, the re- 
sentment of the Italians subsided. It was 
succeeded by a corresponding - resent- 
ment of the Austrians against the Ital- 
fans for being expelled. That resentment 
has survived until now in the form of an 
acute touchiness concerning Italian pro- 
ceedings which might be imagined to af- 
fect Austria. It is unfortunate, and it 
may be especially unfortunate for Ital- 
fans dwelling or sojourning in Austria, 
that what is taken as 4 gross national 
insult as well as a horrible crime hap- 
pened to be perpetrated by an Italian. 

Of course it is quite unreasonable that 
there should be any national susceptibil- 
ity excited. It does not seem that the 
two-legged mad dog who killed the Em- 
press had any special animosity against 
her, either personal or national. He was 
willing to kill any rich and highly placed 
person, the richer and the more highly 
placed the better, above all preferably a 
Queen, and the Empress of Austria was 
the first “ royalty” that he encountered. 
Doubtless he would have killed Queen 
MARGHARITA as readily as Empress Etiz- 
ABETH if she had come in his way. It is 
possible that he was not insensible to the 
eligibility of Switzerland as an asylum 
for Anarchist murderers, and that he de- 
sired to attain the glory of a murderer 
without actually risking his life. Indeed, 


who are persecut- 
ing peaceable Italians in Austria would 
appear to better advantage if they under- 
took an expedition to kidnap the assassin 
for the purpose of handing him over in 
Austria to the justice of which the Swiss 
law prevents the execution. It is,not 
likely that Switzerland would seriously 
resent such a violation of its asylum.

THE OLD MONITORS. 

The Hartford Courant publishes an in- 
teresting story of the voyage of the old 
civil war monitor Wyandotte from Bos- 
ton to the League Island Navy Yard at 
Philadelphia. From this story it appears 
that the antique craft came near meeting 
the fate of her famous prototype. She 
left Boston on Sept. 5 in tow of the Wom- 
patuck. When she had reached the open 
sea she ran into a fresh southwester, and 
by the time she was off Gay Head she 
was in trouble. The following day the 
sea was running over her decks, and all 
hatches were battened down. The ward- 
room hatch could not be made tight, and 
the men who were at work on it were.al- 
most swept overboard. The pumps were 
worked all afterhoon, but the wardroom 
was flooded, and the Captain gave orders 
to provision the buats, as it seemed cer- 
tain that the vessel would sink. Finallv 
a heavy rainstorm beat down the sea, and 
the monitor was safe: But when she 
reached the League Island yard she was 
leaking at the serious rate of six inches 
an hour. 

The truth is that the old monitors are 
not fit to be moved from the restful se- 
clusion of navy yards. They are unfit 
to cope with an ordinary Summer blow. 
Furthermore, they are wholly out of date 
and not worth the expense or trouble of 
putting into commission. This view was 
held by progressive naval officers at the 
beginning of the war, but the opinions of 
some who had not kept pace with the 
march of naval development prevailed. 
The old vessels were Pefitted at a consid- 
erable expense and manned by crews 
whose numbers made a large pay roll. 
All Summer long they rode at anchor in 
various ports, and the men on board of 
them boiled in the seductive temperature 
of iron kettles. And this was all for 
nothing, for in a fight these vessels would 
have proved worthless. 

Their armor consists of five inches of 
wrought iron plating on the sides and 
eleven inches on the turrets. Such armor 
would hardly stop a modern rifle ball. It 
would certainly afford no _ protection 
against even the secondary batteries of 
modern warships. Six-pounder and three- 
pounder rapid-fire guns would riddle 
these old monitors in a few, minutes, and 
at a range which would ‘render the at- 
tacking vessel perfectly safe. The old 
smooth-bore guns of the monitors are 
not effective at a range of more than 700 
or 800 yards, perhaps 1,000. And even at 
that they throw a round shell which 
would do no damage to a vessel with 


jaodern armor, 


These monitors cannot make over 5 
knots an hour under their own steam, 
and they manoeuvre very clumsily. The 
theory was that they could lie in the 
channels leading into ports and keep 
small vessels at bay. But it takes about 
five minutes to turn one of their turrets, 
and in that time a swift torpedo boat de- 
stroyer could steam all around. one of 
them, and fill her full of holes. A single 
shot froma four-inch rapid-fire gun would 
disable one of these out-of-date craft, and 
if it struck her turret would kill or wound 
every man in it. The single argument in 
favor of the old monitors is their size! 
They would, indeed, be hard to hit, but 
a negative quality of this kind is*hardly 
an argument for spending a lot of money 
to put them on the active list. 

A Southern naval militia officer, who at 
one time had command of one of these 
vessels, summed up their possible utility. 
He said, “If we can’t hurt the enemy, 
we can at least sink our own ship in the 
channel, and prevent the other fellow 
from coming in.” In short, these aged 
marine war machines would be good only 
to imitate the Merrimac of Santiago 
fame, and play the inglorious role of 
corks for some nautical bottle. Now that 
they have been returned to the navy 


yards from which they were taken they " 


should never be brought out again. A 
single converted yacht is better than a 
fleet of them. In their day they did their 
work well, but they belong now to the 
retired list. No naval vessel can outlive 
thirty years of progress. 


THE ABANDONED PARADE, 


There seems to have been no special 
objection to a parade in New York of 
such of the returning troops as were in 
a condition to Parade, except that the 
parade was suggested and desired by the 
Major General commanding the army. 
That magnanimous consideration appears 
to have been quite controlling with the 
War Department, and the people of the 
United States have already learned that 
whatever is controlling with the War De- 
partment is controlling with the Presi- 
dent. That so shrewd a politielah as Mr, 
McKInuer should have deliberately de- 
termined to carry such a tremendous in- 
cubus as ALGER into the Fall campaign 
would be incredible if we were nof as- 
sured that it was true. If the President 
is not a free agent in this matter, but 
has in any manner abdicated his right to 
rid Mimself of an unprofitable servant, 
his case and that of his party are not in 
the least helped by the disclosure or the 
suspicion of that fact. 

Meanwhile, it is a great pity that the 
parade should have been abandoned. The 
reports of the recent visitors to Camp 
Wikoff are to the effect that, speaking 
generally, there are no sick there. The 
sick have either recovered or been dis- 
persed singly to hospitals or homes: The 
men who are left are quite capable of 
making a creditable appearance, and it 
seems that they are in favor of making 
an appearance. Gen. SUMNER’s request 


to be allowed to march the cavalry 


the length of Long Island is clearly in 
the interest of economy as well as of 
discipline. Such a march is of itself a 
tonic to men who are in fair physical 
condition. It is one of the marches which 


are periodically undertaken in the army 


for practice in time of peace, though no 
troops since the civil war have had the 
advantage of a practice march with so 
large a command as that of Gen. SuM- 
NER. ; 

A parade through the streets of New 
York would be the fitting conclusion of 
such a march. It would bring with it to 
the troops that visible and audible recog- 
nition of their services by their country- 
men to which they are so richly entitled. 
There could be no greater incentive to 
patriotic service... This we know from the 
acknowledgments that have been made 
by the officers of the navy of the roaring 
welcome that was given to them on their 
arrival in New York. It is not only the 
officers who are touched by such demon- 
strations. They relate that whereas upon 
their arrival there was much grumbling 
among the “ jackies”’ over the announce- 
ment that they were not to anchor and 
claim liberty, but to steam up and down 
past the city, yet when they found what 
a reception was prepared for them, there 
was not a jacky whd would have taken 
his day ashore instead of afloati The pa- 
rade of the soldiers who fought in Cube 
would serve a similar purpose. The sur- 
vivors of Las Guasimas and El Caney 
and San Juan are entitled to all the hon- 
ors that have deservedly been shown to 
the destroyers of the Spanish squadron 
at Santiago. The United States Army is 
as gallant and as efficient a fighting force 
as the United States Navy. If it has not 
appeared to such advantage during the 
war with Spain it is because it has been 
mishandled and abused and underfed and 
ill-clad and left unsupplied by the incom- 
petents of the staff departments behind 
the fighting line, under the direction of 
the chief incompetent of all. The Ameri- 
can people are just. If the actual fight- 
ing force of the army were to parade in 
New York, or in any other city, they 
would show that they knew how to dis- 
tinguish between the men who fought at 
the front and the men who bungled and 
blundered in the rear. Perhaps that is 
the reason ‘why the parade is not to be 
allowed. It is sufficient if ignominious. 


By taking pains to address part of his 
farewell speech to the negro cavalrymen, 
Col. RoosEVELT emphasized a feature of 
the war that has not received the atten- 
tion which it deserves. Everybody knows 
that the black troops fought as bravely 
at Santiago as those whom an application 
of water would have rendered more or 
less white; it is not so generally known 
that the black and ‘white troops in this 
war have really fraternized, that to a de- 
gree which once would have seemed im- 
possible racial prejudices have been 
swept aside by cordial recognition on the 
part of the white soldiers that the black 
ones were men as capable as themselves 
of energetic heroism. At Montauk Point 
and on the Long Island trains proof of 
this new feeling has been given in num- 
berless instances.

CAPT. SAMPSON’S PROMOTION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I take advantage of your courteous offer 
to at least read the communications that 
may be sent to you, and, thirsting for knowl- 
edge, would like to propound a query, actu- 
ated by the perusal of the reported state- 
ments made by Secretary of the Navy 
Long, and printed in this morning’s TIMEs. 
Replying to a query as to the manner in 
which certain promotions recently made in 
the navy were effected, he is reported to 
have said: “ * * * The law allows us 
to make promotions or give rewards in 
only three ways: ‘For eminent and con- 
spicuous conduct in battle,’ ‘for extra- 
ordinary heroism,’ and by ‘the thanks of 
Congress.’ ” 

Accepting this statement as correct, I 
am led to inquire as to the basis upon 
which Capt. W. T. Sampson has been pro- 
moted to be a Rear Admiral, for I have no 
recollection (and I have been a pretty 
faithful reader of the events of the entire 
war) of any occasion upon which Capt. 
Sampson (later made Commodore by regu- 
lar advance in the list, but not until the 
war was over) has been mentioned in 
either newspaper or official dispatches as 
having displayed any of the qhalities which 
the law requires shall be exhibited before 
promotion can be given. 

It looks somewhat as if the Secretary had 
rather “ given himself away ’’ when making 
his statement, and I hope, as I believe do 
thousands of other fair-minded citizens, 
that the Senate, when called upon to con- 
firm the promotion of Commander W. T. 
Sampson to a Rear Admiral, (and to a po- 
sitfon in the list in advance of that of the 
real hero of the Santiago naval fight, which 
brought about the speedy termination of 
the war, that splendid specimen of an 
American naval officer, Winfleld Scott 
Schley,) will decline to sustain the injustice 
done the service by the President and de- 
partment, and relegate Sampson to the only 
position he is entitled to—that of Commo- 
dore. The writer has no eis may feeling 
whatever toward Sampson, but his sense of 
ustice and fair treatment has been aroused 

y the evident favoritism displayed toward 
Sampson from the very commencement of 
the war, when, without any reasons of ex- 
pediency, he was foisted over the heads of 
officers his superiors in every sense, and 
this treatment continued when promotions 
were made. 

Wrongs generally right themselves, and 
the: solid, common-sense American idea of 
justice has put Sampson where he belongs.

Quick to take advan- 
tage of the technicality, our gallant Adju- 
tant General deposed him from his tom- 
mand, and disbanded the regiment, refus- 
ing to allow the Colonel to vindicate him- 
self by court-martial, and leaving him ab- 
Solute without redress, thus impressing 
upon all officers of the Guard that discipline 
must be maintained, and that to gain the 
enmity of an Adjutant General with a pull 
is a dangerous pastime. 

With the laudable intention of habituat- 
ing the soldiers for coming hardships, they 
were sent to camp without uniforms, blan- 
kets, ponchos, tents,sfood, or pay. In a 
camp within rifle shot of the greatest city 
and mart of the ween works. with $1,000,- 
000 for expenses, and the certainty of get- 
ting as much more as might be required, 


the men were left to suffer from lack of 
food and were allowed to sleep in the mud 
without straw under or a_ blanket over 
them.. The Adjutant General, nobly deter- 
mining to share the hardships of the mean- 
est private even to the uttermost, braved 
without flinching the horrors of a sojourn 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, and faced the per- 
ils of a-private car to and from the camp 
without a tremor. * ? 

As all good citizens desire to stimulate 
trade, and as Gen. Tillinghast is, without 
doubt, the best of good citizens, he allowed 
the State to pay from 30 to 60 cents a day 
for the soldiers’ food, which would have 
been dear at 10 cents, Because of the same 
civic virtues in the Adjutant General, the 
State paid $400,000 for 10,000 uniforms—$40 
apiece. These uniforms could have been 
bought by the piece and made to order by 
the best tailors in New York City for less 
money. 

Finally, when the troops were sent to the 
front, they were loaded upon transports 
and kept without food for forty-eight hours, 
and when at the front were deprived of 
their pay for six or eight weeks, thus re- 
ceiving practice in the virtues of frugality, 
abstemiousness, and patience. Without their 
wages as workmen or their pay as soldiers, 
some of their wives and families were so 
inconsiderate as to starve, while others 
were so indelicate as to accept from charity 
that support which the State owed them, 
but’ which was non-forthcoming because of 
delay in the Adjutant General’s office. If it 
is well to make sacrifices for one’s country, 
what a debt does the soldier and his family 
owe to Gen. Tillinghast, who made it pos- 
sible for them to sacrifice so much? 

In the ae and strong admiration which 
we must feel for Alger do not let us forget 
the smaller men who with fewer possibili- 
ties and in a narrower field did their best 
to emulate the glories of Algerine states- 
manship; do not let us forget Tillinghast, 
and do not let us forget the Governor, who 
appointed and retained in office this most 
notable example of the great American 
Staff officer. if he wants a renomination 
shall he not have it? $f 
shall we not give them?

ASPHALT: ON SIXTH AVENUE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Under the new charter the President of 
the Board of Public Improvements wields 
the sceptre of official power according to 
his own sweet will. This is noticeable in 
the fact that he proposes to asphalt Sixth 
Avenue from Thirteenth Street to Twenty- 
third Street only, when the storekeepers, 
property owners, and residents, both above 
and below these streets, demand that no 
favoritism shall be shown in public im- 
provements, and that the whole avenue 
Shall receive the same treatment. This part 
of he avenue where the improvements 
have been decided upon includes the large 
department stores, some owners of which 
are publicly known to have a pull with 
the machine. Can Tammany afford to show 
this favoritism in the facé of an election? 
This is a serious question for President Hol- 
ahan to consider. 

There is no question that the proposed im- 
provements will be injurious to the business 
on the other parts of the avenue by detract- 
ing from them the importance which other- 
wise they would maintain. Besides, it 
will increase the value of the property 
fronting on the asphalt and depreciate it on 
other parts of the avenue. Is this honest? 
Is it just? Is it fair? The excuse of the 
Commissioner for showing this favoritism 
is: “That the avenue was paved above 
Twenty-third Street only last year.” This 
excuse is ridiculous. 

The facts are that since then the roadbed 
has been dug up a number of times and the 
blocks put back, as usual, so as to destroy 
the grade of the street. Furthermore, the 
roadbed between Thirteenth Street and 
Twenty-third Street is in a much better 
condition than either above or below. Be- 
sides, this morning there were gangs of 
men stretched along from Fourteenth Street 
to Twenty-ninth Street repairing the road- 
way. Therefore, no conditions exist as 
would appear by the honorable President’s 
statement for not treating the whole ave- 
nue alike. 

There has already been too much favorit- 
ism and patchwork in laying asphalt., Such 
piecework destroys the uniformity of the 
street and benefits special property only. 
Either asphalt the whole avenue or none of 
it should be the rule, without exception.

New York disgraces the country when it 
fails to provide room for the children who 
need and are eager to obtain the free edu- 
cation which the State must give to all 
rich and poor alike, who seek or need it, it 
the aims of American development are not 
to be defeated and the future of the Repub- 
lic clouded by the peril of ignorant citizen- 
ship. The gieat size and prominence of the 
city make its failure the more injurious, 
not only locally, but throughout the lands 
Social discontent is fed by such civic crimes, 
from which the poor suffer more than any 
other element of the population. The effect 
is altogether evil, and the fact that New 
York is famous for its great wealth and for 
the prodigal expenditures of the municipal 
es upon such objects as the Har- 
em Speedway, a public race track provided 
for owners of fast horses, at the cost of 
some $3,000,000, aggravates the offense com- 
— against sound morals and public pole 
cy. 


School Facilities a Necessity.

About 
twenty thousand children were temporarily 
refused admission, owing to lack of school 
facilities, and there will be no accommodas 
tions for them until the Copenhagen, or

accept excuses. What they want and what 
they should have is plenty of school room. 
That schools are more economical than re- 
formatories is an old idea, and as true to- 
day as ever. In large cities, in New York 
above all others, the street is no place for 
children. It is the duty of the State to pro- 
vide ample school accommodations, and 
every child is entitled to an equal oppor- 
tunity of acquiring an education. Two ses- 
sions a da% for some and one session for 
others is a case of rank injustice, and the 
sooner the powers that be, not oniy in New 
York but in every city in the land, can be 
made to see it so the better it will be for the 
whole country.

Turkish Government Declares the Can- 
dia Riots Grew Out of Measures 
Enforced by the Powers 
Quiet Is Restored. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 14.—The Turk- 
ish Government has sent a circular to the 
powers, alleging that the British provoked 
the disorders at Candia, claiming that the 
present situation is due to the measures 
adopted by the powers in Crete and pro- 
testing against the bombardment of Candia. 

Finally, the Porte announces its refusal 
to withdraw the Turkish troops from Crete, 
in spite of the decision of the Admirals that 
guch a step is absolutely necessary.

CANEA, Island of Crete, Sept. 14.—The

Pasha, Turkish Military Governor of Crete, 
demanding that within forty-eight hours 
he should deliver up the ringleaders of the 
recent outbreak and massacre, surrender 
the forts and ramparts commanding the 
town, and disarm the Musulman troops, 

It is reported that Mr. Riddle, Secretary 
of the American Legation at Constantino- 
ple, is coming here ‘n connection with the 
American demand for compensation for the 
@estruction of the American Consulate.

CANDIA, Island of Crete, Sept. 14~-The 
Musselman authorities, in view of the Ad- 
mirals’ ultimatum, have already arrested 
twenty ringleaders of the recent massacres 
here. The Bashi-Bazouks have consented 
to disarm, provided their arms are delivered 
to the Tutkish authorities. 


MARQUIS ITO VISITS CHINA. 


PEKIN, Sept. 12.—The Marquis Ito, re- 
cently Premier of Japan, arrived at Tien- 
Tsin yesterday and is expected here shortly. 
The visit of the great Japanese stateman is 


regarded as likely to result in an offensive 
and defensive alliance. 

The Marquis, it is asserted, is charged to 
examine into the possibility of China recov- 
ering her lost ground and becoming a useful 
ally. There is no doubt there has been a 
strong bias lately among the leading China- 
men toward Japan, whose reforms the Em- 

eror of China has been attentively study- 
ng. 

An imperial edict, just issued, orders Lu, 
the Director of the Northern Railroad, to 
commence a branch line to the western 
hills. Russia recently attempted to obtain 
@ contract to build this road. 


COL. HAY LEAVES LONDON. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Col. John. Hay, the 
retiring United States Ambassador, and 
Mrs. Hay, left London to-day for Liver- 
pool, from which port they sail for New 
York on board the White Star Line steamer 
Teutonic. The staff_of the United States 
Embassy, with the exception of Mr. J. R. 
Carter, the Second Secretary, and Lieut. J. 


C. Colwell, the Naval Attaché, who, how- 
ever, were among those who assembled to 
bid farewell to Col. and Mrs. Hay, accom- 
panied the latter to Liverpool. 

A large number of friends assembled at 
the railroad station to bid the Colonel and 
his wife good-bye, and they were loudly 
cheered by all assembled there. The latter 
included the Queen’s Master of the Cere- 
monies, Colone’ the Hon. Sir William James 
Colville; Lady Harcourt, Mr. C. F. Adams 
of Boston, Prof. Charles Waldstein, Di- 
rector of the American Archaeological 
School at Athens; ex-Senator and Mrs. Cam- 
eron, and the Mexican Minister.

ITALY AND COLOMBIA DISPUTE. 


ROME, Sept. 14.—Italy, it 1s announced, 
declares that her diplomatic relations with 
the Republic of Colombia are ended, Co- 
lombia refusing to recognize the British 
Minister as the Italian representative dur- 
ing the latter’s absence. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14-—A dispatch 
bearing on the diplomatic relations of Italy 
and Colombia has been received by Sefior 


Rengifo, the Charge d’Affaires of the latter 
country here. It is rather brief, simply 
containing the statement by Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Paul that “ diplomatic re- 
lations with Italy have been declared in- 
terrupted.”’ It is pointed out that there is 
slight difference in the wording of the 
dispatch from Colombia and that from 
Rome, the former saying that the relations 
were “interrupted,” while the latter says 
they have been “ ended.” . 

Sefior Rengifo has no reasons to suggest 
for the interruption of relations between 
the two countries, and in the absence of 
fuller information he declines to make any 
comment upon the reports. He has asked 
his Government for more specific news on 
the subject. 

The suggestion is made here in well-in- 
formed quarters that in all probability Co- 
lombia has taken the initiative in this mat- 
ter, and not Italy, as stated in the Rome 
dispatch,

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INCREASE OF THE NAVY 


Contracts for Thirty-six Fighting 
Vessels to be Let Within 
a Few Days. 


SECRETARY LONG’S AMBITION 


Desires that His Administration of the 
Department Shall Be Marked by 
a Great Expansion of the 
Nation’s Sea Power. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Secretary Long 
is very anxious to have his administration 
of the Navy Department identified with the 
great expansion of the sea power of the 
country. It has seen the Nation rise from 
the rank of a seventh or tenth rate naval 
power to the fourth rank, with still greater 
aspirations and possibilities. It has seen 
the greatest triumphs of the American Navy 
upon the high seas, and the most note- 
worthy naval victories that have been won 
since the days of Nelson. 

The Secretary, however, is not content to 
have the department rest here. He wishes 
to take advantage of the enthusiasm that 
has possessed the’ whole country for its 
naval power and for its regained prestige 
and influence on the sea to have the navy 
carried to a still higher degree of efficiency. 

So far as the personnel and material of 
the navy are concerned, it is beliéved that 
there can be found no higher standard of 
excellence, but increased territory, in- 
creased importance in the eyes of the world, 
and the acquired interest in many questions 
and policies that have heretofore not af- 
fected the country have led the Navy De- 
partment to consider the need of a still 
greater navy. 

The present strength of the United States 
at sea will probably be doubled within the 
next two years. It may be trebled. Only 
England, France, and Russia have so im- 
portant naval programmes. Within the last 
few months the United States has out- 
stripped Germany, and will from this time 
forward possess a more powerful fleet than 
any that the Kaiser can send to the Phil- 
ippines or Ladrones. Germany’s meddle- 
someness at Manila has taught its due les- 
son, and whenever some future Prince 
Heinrich sails thither with the ‘“ mailed 
fist’? he will find that the American Navy 
will be on guard. 

Within the next few days contracts will 
be let for building thirty-six fighting ves- 
sels. All have been authorized for some 
time, and have been discussed fully in the 
press, though it is not generally known 
what a tremendous increase this programme 
means in the Nation’s navy. 

Three first-class battleships are to be con- 
structed. They are to be more powerful, 
swifter, and better fighters even than the 
Oregon, which is regarded as the best ship 
afloat on any sea. Besides these, there are 
to, be four monitors for coast defense; 
twelve torpedo boats, and sixteen torpedo 
boat destroyers. There is also to be built a 
vessel for use .n the lakes, to replace the 
Michigan. Cruisers, also, are to be con- 
structed, and the submarine boat worked 
out to a success, 

Secretary Long to-day approved the con- 
tracts for the building of the three battle- 
ships, and will soon dispose of all the oth- 
ers. He intends to press forward as vig- 
orously as possible the carrying out of the 
naval programme, so that when he retires 
from his | remy by election to the Senate or 
by expiration of his term of office, the navy 
of the United States will be the admiration 
and envy. of the world. . 

He wishes the future of the country, so 
far as its career on the seas is concerned, to 
be assured by its naval strength, and wishes 
this naval power to be, in great part at 
least, the result of his administration of the 
Navy Department. 


Battleship Contracts Awarded. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The contracts 
for the three new battleships have been 
awarded, One vessel goes to the Cramps, 


another to the Newport News Shipbuilding 
Company, and the third to the Union Iron 
Works, San Francisco. They will be of 
12,500 tons’ displacement, with a coaling 
capacity of 2,000 tons and a speed of 18% 
knots. 


NAVAL ACADEMY IMPROVEMENT. 


Recommendations Made by the Board 
of Visitors—Value of the Strict 
Discipline Maintained. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The report of 
the Board of Visitors to the Naval Acad- 
emy, just made public, makes the following 
recommendations for the improvement of 
the management: 

1. That the appointment of candidates be made 
by July 1 of the year preceding their examina- 
tion for admission, in order to permit them to 
be more fully prepared. 

2. That those cadets who pass into the line 
and Engineer Corps be required, on the comple- 
tion of their first three years’ cruise, to return 
to the academy and pursue a two years’ course 
of advanced studies in either ordnance, marine 
engineering, or electrical engineering. 

8. That the department of seamanship be pro- 
vided with a set of models of modern men-of- 
war, one of each tyve. 

4. That the department of steam engineering 
be supplied with modern tools and machinery. 

5. That the board approves of the general plan 
for the rebuilding of the academic buildings, and 
believes that if it be faithfully carried out the 
result will be befitting the dignity of this great 
Nation. 

6. That a continuing annual appropriation be 
made for rebinding, in half or full morocco, 
valuable books in the library. 

7. That the efficiency of the board of visitors 
will be increased by the appointment of a por- 
tion of the board for two or more terms, so that 
at least a portion of the board may be familiar 
with the duties which the board is expected to 
perform. 

The committee on Discipline has this to 
say: - 

‘We are pleased with the discipline and ad- 
ministration in so far as we have been able to 
observe. The discipline is exceedingly severe, 
but, in the opinion of your committee, none too 
severe for an institution designed to produce 
officers competent to command a modern battle- 
ship. To this rigid discipline we are largely , in- 
debted of the development of those superb quali- 
ties which distinguish the American sailor, and 
which enabled him to astonish the world by his 
operations in Manila Bay.”’ 


BROOKLYN GOES TO NEWPORT. 


The Cruiser Will Be Theroughly Over- 
hauled on Her Return. 


The cruiser Brooklyn left the anchorage 
off Tompkinsville, S. I., yesterday morning 
for Newport, R.-I., where she is to take 
part in the celebration at that port. She 
will return in a few days and will then go 
to the navy yard to be thoroughly over- 
hauled. It has been reported that the 
Brooklyn was seriously injured by running 
ashore at Guantanamo, about a month ago. 
This report is laughed at by naval of- 
ficers, who say that if it was thought 
the vessel had been injured in any way she 
would have been put in dry dock before 
this and not permitted to go to Newport. 

The battleship Massachusetts was to have 
been put in Dry Dock No. 3 yesterday, but 
there was some delay in unloading ther 
thirteen-inch shells and the docking was 
postponed until to-day. Considerable altera- 
tion is to be made in the vessel’s equipment 
and armament while in the dock. Two of 
the torpedo tubes are to be taken out, and 
in place of the six-inch rifles she is to have 
six-inch rapid-fire guns. Her smokestacks 
are to be lengthened ten feet and her en- 
gines at boilers are to be thoroughly. over- 
hauled. 

The torpedo boat Foote was taken out of 
the dry dock and the Rodgers floated in. 
The Cushing left the yard for Newport early 
in the morning.

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THE BRIDGEPORT MURDER 


Police Refuse to Give Information 


Concerning Their Movements — 
in the Case. 


REMAINS NOT YET IDENTIFIED ; 


Supposed Resemblances to the Victim 
Prove Unsatisfactory as Evidence 
—Coroner Dolen Begins His 
Inquest Upon the Tragedy. 


BRIDGEPC T, Conn., Sept. 14.—This has 
been another .y of mystery in the case of 
the woman whose remains were found in 
Yellow Mill Pond. The police have clues 
upon which they are working, but for rea- 
sons which they say are good and suffi- 
cient refuse to divulge the nature of any 
of them. It is evident from their actions 
that certain persons are under suspicion, 
and any moment may be prolific in develop- 
ments of a startling nature. To-night the 
police are working on some clue, but 
whether or not it will prove of a definite 
character time alone will tell. P 

So far the remains have not been identi- 
fied. Following the mistaken supposition 
that the murdered woman was Mrs. Rachel 
Warner, a nurse, which theory was ex- 
ploded by that lady’s nieces yesterday, ‘it 
was sought ‘to identify the face of the de- 
ceased as that of Miss O’Rourke, another 
nurse, whose features bear a striking like- 
ness to those of the dead woman. This, 
also, proved a mistake. 

Miss O’Rourke went to nurse a patient at 
New Milford about three weeks ago. She 
has a brother in this city who had not 
heard from her since the 1st of September. 
When the latter was consulted this morn- 
ing about the matter, he said there was 
nothing in the rumor, and that it was not 
his sister at the morgue, although he had 
not been there to make sure. 

Cc. W. Butterfield of 355 State Street 
called at the morgue this morning, and was 
certain the dismembered woman was Mrs. 


John Collins, who had lived at his house 
and left a month ago. This identification, 
which seemed very positive at first, was, 
like the rest, proved upon investigation to 
have no weight. 

Dr. H. Adeline Thompson said _ to-day: 
“As you look down upon the hair for the 
first time it appears to be brown, but ob- 
served in the light it has a reddish tinge. 
This, I think, should be made known. 
cannot help thinking that the crime was 
not committed in Bridgeport. I rather think 
from observation that the deed was done 
by some medical student, as no one with- 
out experience could have done such 
neat piece of work.” 

A man who is well known in this city said 
to-day: ‘‘My sister went to New Haven 
Monday evening, and came home Tuesday 
morning, arriving here about 1:30. She was 
brought home in a hack Sea View Avenue 
way and taken across the bridge to her 
home. The hack turned round and went 
back across the bridge again.’”’ A butcher 
on Stratford Avenue said last night that he 
knew of two hacks going across the bridge 
Tuesday morning between 1 and 2 o'clock, 
and that they were bringing home persons 
who had been out of the city the day before. 
These statements may explain the story told 
by John Calhoun of hearing a wagon on the 
Sea View Avenue Bridge Tuesday morn- 
ing. It was suposed that the occupant of 
the vehicle was the murderer and that he 
deposited the trunk of the victim in the 
water at that time. 

Officers have investigated the local livery 
stables in the hope that there might be 
something discovered in that line. It is ru- 
mored that the search was not altogether 
disappointing, but Superintendent Birming- 
ham refused to deny or confirm all rumors 
about the hunt. 

It is known positively that the police 
brought in one woman for investigatfon. 
This much Superintendent Birmingham 
would admit. She was not held. The wo- 
man, it is understood, Was an office on the 
west side of the river. She was subjected 
to a searching examination. It is underse 
stood that she was fully able to prove: her 
innocence. Superintendent Birmingham re- 
fused positively to give the name of the wo- 
man. 

There was another report this morning 
that ;jthe police were following a clue which 
involved persons in the East End. It is 
known, despite the reticence of the au- 
thorities, that considerable importance is 
attached to the stone which was found 
fastened to the bundles. This stone is of 
a similar character to some that can be 
found in one or two loacilities, and it may 
turn out to be an important link in the chain 
of evidence which must be at hand if an 
arrest is made. 

There can be little doubt that the local 
police have information which leads them 
beyond the limits of this city in their hunt 
for the perpetrators of the crime. Yester- 
day afternoon Detective Arnold was in New 
Haven, and was kept busy until late. He 
returned in the evening, and immediately 
had a conference with Superintendent Bir- 
mingham. 

This morning at 10 o’clock Coroner Charles 
A. Dolen commenced the inquest, and all 
the witnesses wke had anything to do with 
finding the remains appeared to testify. 
After these witnesses had been examined 
the Coroner adjourned the inquest until to- 
morrow. 


A CLUE AT MATTEAWAN. 


Traveler from Bridgeport Acts 


Strangely, but Is Not Held. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., Sept. 14—A myste- 
rious stranger drove up to the stable of 
Charles Nixon at Matteawan about noon to- 
day in a handsome turnout. His horse had 
the appearance of having been driven a 
long distance in a great hurry. 

The stranger hastily told the stableman 
that his horse was very tired; that he had 
to go a long distance and that he wished to 
hire a horse there for a few days, asking 
the price. It was set so high that it was 
thought he would not accept, but he told 
the man to harness one at once. The 
stranger was informed that Nixon would 
first have to be consulted. He was then told 
that a horse could not be hired to him. 

The occupant of the vehicle made inquiries 
regarding the boats to New York, saying 
he would take the rig there and sell it. 
He was told one left this city at 7 o’clock, 
but that another left at 2 o’clock which 
carried only passengers. Seeing an electric 
car coming, he said: ‘‘I’ll take that,” and 
jumped on the car, leaving no instructions 
regarding the horse. His actions were so 
suspicious that Chief of Police Moshier be- 
gan an investigation. 

It was seen that the wagon bore the plate 
of a Bridgeport firm. In the box under the 
seat was a bottle which had evidently con- 
tained some perfume and in which was 
blown the ‘vords “FF, D. Booth, druggist, 
Bridgeport, Conn.” There was also a small 
case in which were two small hypodermic 
syringes and a vial which was only partly 
pee. The latte. bore the smell of chloro- 
orm. 

Chief Moshier at ohce communicated with 
the Superintendent of Police at Bridgeport. 
Before he had heard the result of the in- 
vestigation the man came back to Mattea- 
wan, saying he had changed his mind. 
About 6 o’clock Chief Moshier received 
word to let the man leave town, and he did 
so. The stranger said he was going to El- 
lenville, but, coming to this city, he left on 
the Ramsdell boat going south, which would 
‘land him in New York at about 11 o’clock. 


BULLET FOUND WRONG VICTIM. 


O’Dea of Brooklyn Killed 
Probably by Mistake. 


A shot probably intended for some one 
else ended the life of Eugene O’Dea of 51 
Carroll Street, Brooklyn, last night. O’Dea, 
who was eighteen years old, was a mem- 
ber of the Oriental Club, at 33 Carroll 
Street. Last night, with two fellow-mem- 
bers, Thomas Segonia and Joseph Boyd, he 
was standing in front of the clubhouse 
talking, when a pistol shot rang out, and 
O’Dea fell. The shot had pierced his head. 
His friends carried him into the clubhouse, 
where he died in a few moments. 

The shot had come from across the street. 
That side of the street is peopled by Ital- 
ians, and of late there have been frequent 
uarrels and threats of violence. It is be- 
tleved by the police that these quarrels cul- 
minated in an attempt at assassination, but 
that the’shot reached O’Dea by mistake or 
bad aim.

Frederick Walker Lincoln, widely known 
as the “ War Mayor” of Boston, with the 
history of whith city he was closely identi- 
fied for the last two generations, died laSt 
night at his home, in Dorchester, after an 
iliness of only two days. He was Mayor

} party,” commanded as Captain an 
artillery company during the War of: the 
Revolution, and married a daughter of Paul 
Revere. Mr. Lincoln was born in Boston, 
Feb. 27, 1817. His parents were Louis and 
Mary Lincoln. After an elementary educa- 
tion in public and private schools of his 
native city, when thirteen years old he was 
apprenticed to a maker of mathematical 
instruments. He early rose in this vocation, 
and eventually branched out in the manu- 
facture of nautical instruments, early gain- 
ing @ position of influence among the busi- 
néss men of Boston. 
In 1847 and 1848, Mr. Lincoln was a mem- 


ber of the lower House of the Massa- 
chusetts State Legislature, and in 1853 he 
was elected a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. In 1857 he was elected Mayor 
of Boston for the following year. After 
three successive terms, he was defeated for 
re-election. An act of great local interest 
of the first term of Mr. Lincoln’s adminis- 
tration was the uniforming of police. Bos- 
tonians, previous to Mr. Lincoln’s advent as 
executive, sought high and low when looke 
ing for a policeman because the police wore 
civilian costume. When Mr. incoln in- 
stituted the change, while the policemen and 
mapy athers considered it aping the cus- 
toms of the Old World, and an indignity to 
place liveries upon free Americans, it was 
generally welcomed, and was univerSally 
followed. 

Two years of private life, following Mr. 
Lincoln’s defeat for the Mayoralty, were 
succeeded by four successive years in the 
Mayor’s chair. During the famous draft 
riot im Boston, in 1863, Mayor Lincoln’s 
firmness averted trouble that it was feared 
would be attended with consequences of the 
most desperate character. 
other services he was made a compliment- 
ary member of the Loyal Legion. It was 
also during his second period in the Mayor’s 
chair that the policy of widening and 
straightening Boston’s streets was begun. 

For several years after 1868 Mr. Lincoln 
was a& member of the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners. He was Chairman of the 
Board of Overseers for eleven years, and 
in 1878 became Treasurer. He was also a 
member of the State Legislature again in 
1872 and 1874. He held many positions of 
trust and honor in Boston financial, char- 
itable,' and educational institutions. 

Mr. Lincoln was twice married, and had 
four children. One df these, Frederick W. 
Lincoln, Jr., {s a member of the banking 
firm of Kidder, Peabody & Co.

J. Wesley Guest, cashier of the Continent- 
al Bank and one of the best-known finan- 
ciers of Baltimore, M4d., died at his home 
in that city late Tuesday night from the 
effects of apoplexy, with which he was 


stricken Tuesday morning. He was sixty- 
seven years old. 

Mr. Guest was born in Accomac County, 
Va., Sept. 6, 1831, and went to Baltimore 
in his early youth. When still a young man 
he entered the National Bank of Commerce 
as a bookkeeper, and attracted attention by 
his knowledge of the banking business. He 
was later made cashier of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, which position he held for over 
thirty years. He was one of the promoters 
in organizing the Continental National 
Bank, which commenced business in March, 
Mr. Guest waS twice married, his first 
‘wife being Miss Emily R. Muller of Balti- 
more, who died in 1876. About twelve years 
ago he married Mrs. A. Catherine Lock- 
wood, who, with three daughters and two 
sons ‘by the first marriage, survives him.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market strong. 


After suffering somewhat from continued 
bear aggressiveness just after the opening 
yesterday, the stock market developed new 
strength, and a substantial recovery of re- 
cently lost ground ensued. After the early 
drives by the traders, bear activity disap- 
peared, and, relieved of this pressure, from 
which it has been suffering for several days, 
the market moved up steadily and easily 
during the rest of the day. The advance 
was not sensational: it gave no indication 
of being a mere temporary recovery. Stocks 
were naturally strong because the artificial 
pressure, which recently has been constant- 
ly effective, was taken away. 


Again quiet and shady buying by power- 
ful financial] interests and by the more im- 
portant operators who sold out at a higher 
level was continued—the same buying which 
has been in evidence for some time, but 
which has not been influential because of 
the aggressive short selling and the forced 
liquidation of weak accounts. Yesterday 
this buying was effective. It was not any 
more aggressive nor extensive than it has 
recently been, nor were there any attempts 
at bul] manipulation. The market was an 
entirely natural one. Except in some in- 
stances where shorts. covered, the advances 
were even and steady—logical results of the 
increasing demand from interests satisfied 
that the reaction has gone to its full extent. 

*,* 

The bear party quickly lost heart when 
the one factor upon which it has built its 
hopes turned against it. Talk of tight 
money was yesterday apparently given a 
death blow. Published assurances by Sec- 
retary Gage of his intention to do all in 
his power to prevent money market dis- 
turbances, liberal offerings of call loans at 
lower rates than have hitherto prevailed, 
and the announcement of big gold import 
engagements combined to nullify the bear 
arguments as to a money stringency. Al- 
though loaning at 4% per cent. early in the 
day, there were transactions in cai] money 
below 3 per cent. before the close of busi- 
ness. And thus disappears, for the time be- 
ing. at least, those tight money apprehen- 
sions by which Wall Street has allowed it- 
self to be blinded.

It was somewhat startling to the tight 
money preachers to hear from one of the 
most important gold importing houses of 
Wall Street—the house which yesterday an- 
nounced import engagements amounting to 
nearly $2,000,000—the statement that the 
firm ‘‘ does not expect to import much gold; 
eertainly, no more for a week; very little 
gold is needed here.””’ And this comes from 
a house which would profit by gold importa- 


tions. 


A further decline in sterling exchange 
rates was another encouraging develop- 
ment indicating money market ease.

It was noticeable that after an hour or 
two of strength in the market, commission 
houses, whose clients have been recently 
holding aloof, became buyers, That yester- 
day’s advance came from buying of excel- 
lent character was shown just before the 
close, when traders engineered a drive at 
Sugar Trust similar to that of Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, presumably intended for effect upon 
the market. Sugar Trust was kaocked 
down some 3 points, but the rest of the 
market was not affected. Despite the raid, 
closing prices of the standard shares were 
practically the highest. Newly confident 
buyers are not to be disturbed by bear tac- 
tics.

American shares were irregular in the 
London market.

Central, 4%, to 115%; Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, 4%, to 78%, and Atchison, \%, to 13%. 
Canadian Pacific sold at 904%, Erie at 14, 
Erie first preferred at 364%, Reading at 9%, 
and Pennsylvania at 60%. British consols 
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declined 1-16, ‘to 190 18-16 for fit ; 
109% for the account. 


OUR COMMERCIAL PROSPECTS. 


President Stuyvesant Fish of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, always a close and care- 
ful observer, in a letter to the editor of The 
New Orleans Times-Democrat, discussing 
the commercial prospects of that city, pre- 
sents some very powerful reasons for con- 
fidence on the part of the American busi- 
ness world. Mr. Fish lays great stress upon 
the possibilities of the expansion of our 
foreign trade, pointing out that hitherto 
commerce of that sort has been neglected. 
Following are extracts from Mr. Fish’s let- 
ter: 

‘What may not be done with proper and 
intelligent efforts in the way of increasing 
our trade with the rich tropical countries 
to the south of us? Many of these coun- 
tries not only buy largely the manufactured 
articles which we produce, but breadstuffs 
and provisions as well. Each of them pro- 
duces articles which we desire and consume. 
Considering the future, trade with them 
may be said to. be in its infancy. Yet such 
as it is, we seem to be woefully neglectful 
of our duty, inasmuch as we command 
so little of it. While as a people we have 
been busily engaged in developing our own 
natural resources, England, Germany, and 
France, seeing the value of this commerce, 
have each steadily forged ahead in their 
strife for the control of that trade. 

es 

“ The rapidly-changing conditiens in Cuba 
and Puerto Rico offer a field for an in- 
creased trade of no small proportions. The 
abolition of the discriminating and pro- 
hibitive Spanish tariff will, no doubt, enable 
our people to sell their wares freely in those 
countries. 

“Let us see what that trade amounts to. 
Previous to the late insurrection, Cuba im- 
ported, annually, $78,000,000 of goods, and 
exported $66,000,000 worth. Of the goods 
imported, the United States sold about $12,- 
000,000 worth, while we purchased the great- 
er part of her exports. Not taking account 
of any increase in the growth of her re- 
sources under the new régime, we here 
have a difference between what we have 
sold in the past and what we may sell in the 
future to that country, of $66,000,000 a year. 

*.* 
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“The recent trip of the Oregon from Cal- 
ifornia around Cape Horn to Cuban waters, 
and the anxiety of the Nation for its safety 
has awakened a new interest in the Nicara- 
gua Canal. 

“The opening of this waterway would no 
doubt give a great impetus to our com- 
merce with the west coast of South Amer- 
ica, as well as to China, British India, and 
Japan—countries which offer untold possi- 
bilities for the future of our manufactures. 
Japan is already taking largely of our raw 
cotton. It will also facilitate the carriage 
to and from the various countries, compris- 
ing Oceanica, which are no small consum- 
ers of our goods. We sold them $22,000,000 
worth last year, and purchased from them 
nearly $27,000,000 worth. The Hawaiian and 
Philippine Islands furnished their quota of 
this interchange. 

“China, with its 4,000,000 square miles of 
territory and over 400,000,000 of people, is 
about to be opened to the commerce of the 
world. We sell China only $10,000,000 worth 
of goods, though other countries sell her 
$140,000,000 worth. She exports $120,000,000 
of merchandise, of which our share is $20,- 
000,000. 

‘British India also affords possibilities 
with her 250,000,000 people, whose chief 
clothing is cotton goods. In 1897 there was 
imported into that country  1,976,000,000 
yards of unbleached cotton goods, which 
our Southern mills are well adapted to 
make. This is eféth enough to girdle the 
earth fontysdive times, but our country did 
not proyide one-quarter of 1 per cent of it. 

“We are all aware how Japan is develop- 
ing, and what a promise she holds out for 
increase in our trade. . 

“Our commerce with the Philippine Isl- 
ands, while not very large in the past, is 
no doubt destined to increase greatly. Here- 
tofore Spain sold her 70 per cent. of the 
goods bought from foreign countries.”’ 
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“The value of our staple crops, other 
produce, and live stock for 1897-8 reached 
the enormous figures of $5,116,000,000, being 
an increase of $809,000,000 over that of two 
years previous. The total gain to agricult- 
ure for a period of a little more than two 
years was $1,000,000,000. 

“The farm indebtedness paid off during 
the past two years is estimated at $100,000,- 
O00. 

“The value of the last two wheat crops of 
themselves was $861,000,000. This was a 
gain of $401,000,000 over the two previous 
crops. 

“For the past year we sold to foreigners 
$871,000,000 of agricultural products. In the 
same time we sold in the markets of the 
world more than we purchased therefrom 
by upward of. $600,000,000. 

‘Our strides in manufactures have been 
no less. From a total of $102,000,000 ex- 
ported in 1880 we have risen to $280,000,000 
in 1897, an increase of $187,000,000, or over 
183 per cent. 

**Out net imports of gold the past year 
were over $100,000,000." From the resump- 
tion of specie payments up to July, 1898, 
the United States imported $50,000,000 more 
gold than it exported. When to this is add- 
ed the products of American mines, which 
amount to from thirty to fifty millions year- 
ly, the query may be pertinent—‘Is the 
United States a creditor nation?’ With 
such achievements, With such resources and 
wealth, what is te be our destiny? ”’ 


THE CALL MONEY MARKET. 


After loaning at 4% per cent. in the early 
hours yesterday, call money was offered 
liberally and the rate declined to 24% per 
cent. before the close. The bulk of the 
loans were made at 38% and 4 per cent. At 
the latter figure one loan of $1,000,000 was 
made. The easing of the money market 
was due to the appearance of large amounts 
of money which were offered soon after 
noon. Before the close of business the an- 
nouncement by Lazard Fréres that they, 
have engaged $1,600,000 of gold for ship- 
ment to this city was responsible for a still 
further decline in the call rate. 

In addition to the engagement by Lazard 
Fréres there were rumors of still larger 
gold engagements shortly to be announced. 
The importing firm accompanied their an- 
nouncement with a statement that in their 
opinion very little gold would be brought 
in because of the small need for it in this 
country. 


CONFIDENT OF THE PACIFICS. 


The Northern Pacifics were notably strong 
yesterday, the common selling up to 38% 
and the preferred to 77%, both substantial 
recoveries from the low figures, The buy- 
ing of both stocks by interests identified 
with the management of the property con- 
tinued. There was also good buying for 
foreign account. Northern Pacific’s next 
weekly statement, it is understood, will be 
a record breaker. In high quarters there is 
confident talk’on the stocks. It is pointed 
out that during the weakness they have at 
all times shown firmness. 

Insiders were also large buyers of both 
Union Pacific stocks. 


THE BUYING OF THE GRANGERS. 


St. Paul was bought steadily yesterday 
by representatives of the biggest financial 
interests. Standard Oil brokers continued 
their purchases, their operations of that 
kind yesterday being estimated at 10,000 
shares. Western houses took considerable 
St. Paul, and also the other Granger and 
Pacific stocks, There was comparatively 
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Httle covering in St. Paul; the short inter- 
est in the stock continues large. 

Of both Rock Island and Burlington the 
buying was equally good. Interests close 
to the management of both properties were 
persistent purchasers. é 

Among the friends of the Granger prop- 
erties there is new confidence, based on the 
settlement of the passenger rate differ- 
ences, St. Paul’s staterhent for the second 
week of September, which is due Friday 
night, will, it is said, make a most encour- 
aging exhibit. 


SUGAR AND THE BEARS. 
Sugar Trust was the feature of yester- 
day’s market. Nearly 90,000 shares changed 
hands, and it was the one weak issue. The 
stock sold ‘“‘ex” the 3 per cent. quarterly 
dividend. 

At the opening of the market bear profes- 
sionals, continued thé onslaught on Sugar 
Trust which they began late Tuesday after- 
noon. Again they were successful, and the 
stock broke sharply. Later, when the rest 
of the market developed strength, Sugar 
Trust moved up also, although at no time 
was the buying of it in any way aggressive. 
Just before the close traders again raided 
Sugar Trust, evidently with the idea of af- 
fecting the rest of the market. They were 
again successful, and broke the stock some 
3 points, making it sell at 126%. There was 
subsequently a fractional recovery, but 
Sugar Trust’s net loss for the day was 3% 
per cent. 

Talk of trade wars was general, and, 
among the bears, received much attention. 
All sorts of rumors of this sort were put in 
circulation during the day. 

On the decline brokers often used by 
speculative interests in the management of 
the Trust were buyers, although they did 
not show any disposition to impede the 
progress of the raiders. 


IN THE IRON TRADE. 


In its review of trade conditions The Iron 
Age, foremost authority in the iron trade, 
will say to-day: 

Comparatively few large individual trans- 
actions have taken place during the past 
week, and the markets are quiet, particular- 
: in the cruder branches. In the Central 

est, in Bessemer pig iron and steel bil- 
lets, producers have sold their output till 
the end of the year, while consumers have 
covered requirements. It is too early to 
judge whether ultimately the latter may 
need additional quantities. The market is 
practically bare of steel billets in the Cen- 
tral West, so that Eastern consumers have 
turned to local steel works, who are hav- 
ing a good run of inquiries, but have not yet 
placed much additional tonnage. In wire 
rods there has been a moderate business. 

Chicago has placed some good orders for 
structural shapes, but on the whole the re- 
quirements in this branch are not heavy. 
In New York, for instance, the total ton- 
nage placed thus far this year is considera- 
bly below that of 1897. Some work is com- 
ing up, largely for the Government, and 
some new buildings are being contracted 
for, but throughout the country the business 
is not very good. 

The plate mills are crowded throughout, 
and the bar mills are generally rushing, 
quite a considerable quantity of work hav- 
ing been delayed by the hot weather. The 
requirements of the car builders and of the 
implement makers. are large, and a strong 
movement is on foot to secure somewhat 
better prices. The pipe mills have a very 
large amount of work on their books, and 
are enjoying a heavy current trade, so that 


‘the market is firmly held at the recent ad- 


vance. The makers of boiler tubes will meet 
in Pittsburg and are expected by many to 
advance prices. The sheet trade keeps up at 
a lively rate. 

There are indications that some of the 
large railroad systems will soon appear in 
the market to cover their requirements for 
next year. Inquiries of that character have 
already come to hand. 

In the epg | iron trade current domes- 
tic business is light. Founders admit that 
they are doing a larger business, so far as 
tonnage is concerned, but the complaint is 
general that prices for manufactured cast 
goods are still too low to impart any buoy- 
ant feeling. Consumption, however, is 
heavy, and stocks are being reduced. Many 
of the largest makers, notably in the South, 
are bare of stucks and have their capacity 
engaged for a long time to come. 

During the last two weeks there have 
been some heavy export sales, Southern fur- 
naces placing at least 30,000 tons. In one 
case a 15,000-ton order from a_ leading 
Scotch house could not be accepted. With 
the approach of the cotton shi ping season 
ocean room is becoming more plentiful. We 
understand that rates are now $3.25 from 
-eefgrns ge: to Liverpool, $3.40 to Manches- 
ter, and $4.70 to $4 for Continental ports. 

The returns of the furnaces for Sept. 
1 show that there has been an increase 
in the weekly production of pig iron of 
about 6,300 tons, while the reported furnace 
stocks were reduced 54,000 tons during Au- 
gust. This proves that the consumption is 
fully taking care of the make and is mak- 
ing steady encroachments upon the stocks. 

In the metal market everything is quiet 
and steady. The effort to bring about a 
consolidation of the leading tin-plate plants 
continues. 


PEOPLE’S GAS STRONG. 


People’s Gas yesterday got up to 105%, 
and made a gain of more than a point for 
the day. There was continued buying of 
the stock by inside interests, and Chicago 
houses were also active in the same way. 
Further positive assurances of a settlement 
with the Indiana Fuel Gas Company came 
from Chicago. Some of the buying of Peo- 
ple’s Gas yesterday was by shorts, although 
brokers having knowledge of the stock’s 
market position say that there is still a 
heavy short interest in it. 


DENVER PREFERRED. 


During the recent reaction insiders have 
been persistent buyers of Denver and -Rio 
Grande preferred. In these quarters there 
seems to be much confidence in the stock, 
which is evidently based on advance knowl- 
edge of developments regarding it. Wall 
Street has recently heard vague rumors of 
this sort. Friends of the Denver and Rio 
Grande property are talking confidently of 
its earnings and prospects, and intimate that 
changes are likely to be made in the pre- 
ferred’s dividend rate.

UNDERWRITERS AT MILWAUKEE. 


Convention Delegates Hear Addresses 
on Life Insurance. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 14.—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters was devoted to 
the delivery of addresses. The addresses 
at the morning session were made by Em- 
ory McClintock of New York, actuary of 


the Mutual Life Insurance Company, on 
“General Plans, Reserves, and Invest- 
ments”; Jacob L. Greene of Hartford, 
Conn., 2n ‘Special Features, Dividends, 
and Surrender Values,” and Judge W. S. 
Nichols of New York. 

Mr. McClintock, in his address, said that 
the subject assigned to him was exceedingly 
broad, embracing, in fact, the entire si # 
surance field. ‘* No life insurance company 
has ever yet successfully wound up its 
business affairs,” he said, “‘and the suc- 
cessful life insurance company must go on 
forever.” 

To sycceed the compeny must present an 
attractive plan of operation. The co-oper- 
ation plan was unquestionably secure, in 
his opinicn, because it cannot fail to meet 
its obligations, which are not, as a rule, 
very large. These societies usually come to 
an end, he said, because they fail to present 
attractive features; old members come 
tired of paying to keep up, and new mem- 
bers are hard to get because of the lack 
of attractive features. 

This remark, he said, was made for the 
benefit of mutual insurance companies, 
which are anything but attractive to old 
line insurance companies, because they do 
not wish the continued existence of mutual 
societies, an effort to crush which was 
made in the last Legislature of Wisconsin 
in the proposed insurance code, which failed 
of passage because the mutual societies 
got after it in the committee.

TIED IN BED THAT NIGHT 


Robber Was Frightened Away and 
the Girl’s Father, a Jersey City 
ex-Alderman, Released Her— 
Her Tale Corroborated. 


‘At a late hour Tuesday night ex-Alder- 
man Michael Reardon of 408 Grove Street, 
Jersey City, summoned the police of the 
Second Precinct to his house. He said that 
the house had been invaded by a burglar 
who had bound and gagged his daughter 
Grace, fourteen years old, in her room. The 
house is a four-story frame building. Mr. 
Reardon uses the ground floor as a dairy 
and lives with his family on the three 
mpper floors. The family consists of him- 
self, wife, Grace, her sister Irene, and two 
sons, Walter and Mitchell. 

Grace had visited a dentist Tuesday aft- 
ernoon to have some teeth extracted. She 
twas put under the influence of gas. When 
she went home she told her mother that 
after she had taken the gas she dreamed 
that she was at home and that the house 


fhad been entered by burglars. She re- 
tired early Tuesday night, her room_ be- 
ing on the third floor. The other members 
of the family were down stairs, with the 
exception of Mitchell, who was asleep in his 
room on the fourth floor. j 

About 11 o’clock Irene, who is eighteen 
years old, and Walter, the youngest of the 
family, went up stairs. The boy went to 
his room on the fourth floor, and Irene 
entered the room adjoining her sister’s. The 
two rooms communicate. The gas was out, 
which Irene thought strange. Before she 
had time to ask her sister why she had 
put out the light, a man ran from the inner 
room, pushed her roughly aside, and 
jumped from the window to the roof of an 
extension, from which he leaped to the 
ground.

Mr. Reardon ran into Grace’s room, and 
called to her She replied in a muffled 
voice, at the same time struggling to rise.

to the bedstead. He took a knife from his 

cket and cut the bonds that held her. 

Then he lifted her up he found that a 
handkerchief had been fastened about her 
head and over her mouth. Her hands 
were also bound with a _ velvet ribbon 
nvhich she used to tie up her hair. 

The girl said that shortly after she fell 
asleep she awoke to find a man in her 
room. She called to her mother, but, the 
intruder struck her lightly on the head 
with a child’s chair that stood near the bed, 
and told her to keep quiet and he would 
not harm her. Then he took the ribbon and 
tied her hands, after which he fastened 
the handkerchief over her mouth. Then he 
tied her to the bedstead, and proceeded t 
ransack a bureau, a chest, and a closet. 
Before he had finished Irene entered the 
adjoining room and the man disappeared. 

Policeman John W. Murphy, who was 
standing at Grove and Fourth Streets, re- 
sponded to the alarm given by Mr. Reardon, 
He telephoned to the Seventh Street Police 
Station, and Capt. Kelly, Sergt. Cody, De- 
tective Clark, and several reserve policemen 
were quickly on the scene. They surrounded 
the block, but could find no trace of the 
burglar. They also found that nothing had 
been taken from the house. Some of the 
policemen tried to make light of the girl’s 
statements, asserting that she was still 
under the influence of the gas she had 
taken in the afternoon, 

Mr. Reardon said that, while such a thing 
might be possible, the theory would not 
account for Irene having seen the burglar 
jump from the. window, as she had taken 
no gas. Mrs. Reardon said the handkerchief 
tied over the girl’s face did not belong in 
her house.

THE CREVELING PROPERTY. 


Complaint of the Father Against the 
Son Is Withdrawn. 


The complaint filed in the Court of Chan- 
cery of New Jersey, a short time ago, by 
Adam W. Creveling of Washington, N. J., 
in regard to the deeds of his property in 
that town, has been withdrawn by him, 
with a full retraction of all charges against 
his son, the late Augustus Creveling. The 
facts in the case were not stated by Adam 
W. Creveling when the complaint was made, 
but are as follows: 

A. W. Creveling was married for the sec- 
ond time on Sept. 1, 1887, to Miss Lizzie 
Thompson of Newark, N. J., and two weeks 
prior to this marriage, on Aug. 18, 1887, 
made the deeds, conveying to his children, 
(Mary C. Hand and Augustus Creveling, two 
valuable pieces of property.

MULLER FOUND DEAD IN BED. 
He Was Under Bail to Answer to a 
Charge of Attempting to Poison 


His Former Housekeeper. 


Franz Muller, seventy-two years old, was 
found dead in bed yesterday in q room he 
occupied at the Washington Hotel, at Wash- 
ington and Ferry Streets, Hoboken, His 
stepson, Ferdinand Seichter, says Muller 
told him Tuesday night that they would 
never meet again. County Physician Con-‘ 


verse, who, examined the body, said there 
was nothing to indicate that Muller had 


taken poison, and there were no wounds cn 
the body. He ordered the body taken to 


the morgue, and will not make an autopsy 
unless the relatives demand it. A revolver, 
fully loaded, was found in a silk hat ‘be- 
longing to Muller. The hat was in a \20x 
in a closet. ; 

Muller was under bail to ac tog before 
Police Justice Potts, at Jersey City, yester- 
day, on a charge of attempting to poison 
Mrs. Mary Meyer, his former housekeeper, 
and her daughter. She alleged that the at- 
tempt was made on Aug, 15, but she did not 
prefer the charge until Sept. 8. At that 
time Muller said he took the wine to Mrs. 
Meyer’s house, and that he drank as much 
of the wine as the women did. In addition 
to this, Mrs, Meyer had previgwsy caused 
Muller’s arrest for obtaining $500 from her 
under a promise of mar . Which he 
failed to keep, and she had also brought 
suit against, him for breach. of promise, 
damages being laid at $25,000. 

Among Muller’s effects was a letter di- 
recting that his body should be buried be- 
side that of his wife, who died last April. 
She owned some property in Hoboken, and 
after her death Muller roduced a will 
which gave all the property to him. Her 
two sons by her first husband, on Friday 
last applied to Judge Blair, in the Orphans’ 
Court, to have the will set aside on the 
ground that it was a forgery. The hearing 
was set down for Sept. 23. 


M’BRIDE NOT AN ABDUCTOR. 


Detective Returns from Maine With- 
out Him—Maud Doering Over 
Nineteen—Her Infatuation. 


Detective Weiser of Brooklyn, who was 
sent to Wells Beach, Me., to arrest Dr. 
James T. McBride for the abduction of 
Maud Doering, returned yesterday without 
his man. McBride is a dentist of Orange, 
N. J., who ran away with Miss Doering, a 
typewriter in a Wall Street office. It was 
represented that she was seventeen years 
old. McBride had prepared himself for the 
charge of abduction, and had retained a 
lawyer who looked up the girl’s age and 
found that she was over nineteen. 

When Weiser returned, the girl’s mother 
was sent for. They went together to the 
office of the Health Department on Clinton 
Street, and ascertained that the girl had 
been born on April 30, 1879. 

“Does that mean that I cannot get my 
girl back?” asked the mother.

“Then I will go to Maine if I have to 
beg my way, and plead with her,” returned 
Mrs. Doering, leaving the office.

TERMS OF MUNICIPAL JUSTICES. 


A Suit to Compel the Election of Suc- 
cessors to Appointees, 


William A. Shortt yesterday applied to 
Justice Johnson of the Supreme Court, in 
Brooklyn, on behalf of John Schultes, an 
elector, for a peremptory writ of manda- 
mus against John H. Ilsworth, County 
Clerk of Richmond County, directing him to 
publish, as part of a notice received from 
the Secretary of State, the city officers who 
may be voted for at the November election, 
especially a Justice of the Municipal Court 


for the First District of the Borough of 
Richmond, in place of John J. Kenney, and 
a Justice for the Second District, in place 
of Albert Reynaud. The petitioner deposes 
that the terms of the two Justices will ex- 
pire on Dec, 31 next. 

This proceeding affects all the additional 
Justices appointed in the City of New York 
this year. The petition sets forth that, be- 
ing incumbents of elective offices, the Jus- 
tices cannot hold office by appoint- 
ment longer than the commencement of the 
political year succeeding the election of No- 
vember next. The Secretary of State has 
transmitted to the County Clerk a notice 
naming each officer, except city officers, to 
be voted for at the coming election, and the 
County Clerk published a copy on Aug. 6, 
but omitted to publish as part of the notice 
each city officer to be voted for. 

The matter was adjourned until to-day. 


WANTS PARTNERSHIP DISSOLVED 


Harry Siegel Brings Suit Against 


Jacob Siegel and Ida L. Alexander. 


Harry Siegel has brought suit in the Su- 
preme Court through his attorneys, Epstein 
Brothers, against Jacob Siegel and Ida L. 
Alexander for a dissolution of the partner- 
ship between them, the appointment of a 
receiver, and an accounting. The usual in- 
junction was obtained, and the order to 
show cause was set down for Monday next. 
Epstein Brothers said that the business is 
perfectly solvent, that’ the assets are $20,- 
000 and liabilities only $600. The partner- 
ship was formed on Feb. 25 last, each con- 
tributing $6,500 capital, to on two cor- 
Sacto known as the United States Loan 
Association and the Star Loan Association, 
which were organized under the laws of this 
State to make loans on personal property. 
The United States Loan Association was 
capitalized at $25,000, and Harry Siegel was 
elected as its President. As the company 
could make leans for sixty days only it was 
deemed advisable to start another company 
to renew the loans when they expired, and 
this was called the Star Loan Association. 
The offices were kept separate, the Star be- 
ing at 157 Bast One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street and the United States at 110 
East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street. 

It was understood that the business of 
both companies was for the mutual benefit 
of the three partners. Harry Siegel gave his 
attention to the United States SO- 
ciation, while e other partners looked 
after the Star. e alleges t they tried to 
take business away from the United States 
Loan Association by various means, and 
when he learned of it he demanded a disso- 
lution of the partnership, said he would re- 
tire from both Companies. and demanded 
one-third of the assets. has $5,000 of the 
assets which he is ready to turn over to 
a receiver, and declares that the other two 
partners have $15,000 of the assets.

MAYOR TALKS ABOUT SCHOOLS, 


eee mere eeee 


At the Armory Board Meeting He 
Takes Up Various Questions, 


Mayor Van Wyck expressed his views in 
vigorous fashion in regard to the public 
schools and other matters at a meeting of 
thevArmory Board yesterday. Major Avery 
D.-Andrews of Squadron A appeared before 
the board, and asked if larger quarters 
could not be provided for the squadron un- 
der his command. 

“The armory on Ninety-fourth Street,” he 
said, ‘‘ was built to accommodate a troop of 
100 men. But we have grown from a troop 
to a squadron, and the building is badly 
crowded.” 

“New York is proud of its armories,” said 
the Mayor, “‘ but I am afraid we will not get 
any more for some time to come. The city 
has been unable to issue any bonds because 
of the debt limit being reached, and when 
we have reached that condition when we 
can begin to reissue bonds there is a public 
library tobe built, and the Hast River Bridge, 
not to speak of new schools. If it were pos- 
sible, I would have men at work on the 
bridge night and day. We need at least four 
bridges between the Boroughs of Manhattan 
and Brooklyn. The schools, too, have 
opened, and we find that there are thousands 
of school children in the city unprovided 
with school room. The Board of ucation 
is the only board over which the Mayor ex- 
ercises no control. I have on my desk a 
list of new school buildings going up, which, 
under the terms of the contract, should have 
been completed before this. There is one 
school in particular which should have been 
complet eighteen months ago. It is still 
unfinished, and yet I can do nothing because 
Superintendent of School Buildings Snyder, 
who has charge of the buildings, is not sub- 
ject to removal by me. If I had it in, my 
power, I would remove him this minute. 

“The great trouble with the Board of 
Education is that its members do not devote 
all their time to the schools. Men who 
practice law or other professions, or who 
have private business on their hands to oc- 
cupy their time, cannot give the necessary 
attention to the work of School Commission- 
= Pri ge ~ 4 wrong. The men in 

e 00° oard ought to devote all 
time to the board's affairs.”’ ere 

The Armory Board received requisitions 
for supplies for the different armories, They 
were referred to a committee. The requisi- 
tions amounted to $146,000. Of this sum 
$16,000 was for improving the sanitary con- 
dition of the Seventh Regiment Armory. 
Gen. Butt, in speaking to the board about 
the requisitions, said: “I know the Colonels 
of regiments make requisition for everything 
in sight, so as to get what is actually need- 
ed. Some get all they need, and others get 
very little. It is a game of grab.”

SHOT AT HER STEPFATHER. 


Jersey City Girl Tries to Kill Him, as 
She Said He Made a Drunkard 
Out of Her Mother. 


Maud Riley, twenty years old, of 245 
Montgomery Street, Jersey City, where she 
is employed as a servant, was arraigned be- 
fore Police Justice Nevin yesterday, charged 
with atrocious assault in firing a revolver 
at her stepfather, John Shugrue, of 190 
Highth Street. The bullet grazed his head, 
making a scalp wound. Miss Riley admitted 


the shooting, but said her stepfather had 
made her mother a drunkard in order that 
he might get control of a house she owned. 
Their drunkenness, she said, had driven her 
from home, and she had resolved to end 
it by shooting her stepfather. 

She went to Wood & Menagh’s, 1384 New- 
ark Avenue, and bought a revolver and five 
cartridges for $2. Then she went to the 
house, and finding her mother and step- 
father intoxicated, fired all five chambers 
at him, only one bullet, however, hitting 
him. He ran from the house, and shé gave 
herself up to the police. 

James Kellv, Miss Riley’s counsel, asked 
that the case be postponed until to-day, 
which request was granted. He said the 
girl had brooded over her mother’s condi- 
tion until she had become insane. He will 
ask to-day that she be committed for ex- 
amination as to her sanity. 


DELINQUENT CLUBMAN FINED. 


Mr. Herrick Is Punished for Contempt 
of Court and Told that He Should 
Pay His Club Dues. 


Percy M. Herrick, a member of the 
Orange Club of Hast Orange, was fined $25 
by Justice Conlan, in the City Court, yester- 
day for contempt of court. Mr. Herrick 
owes the Orangé Club $54.51, and a judg- 
ment for that amount was taken on June 1 
last. Subsequently the delinquent clubman 
was ordered to appear and be examined in 
supplementary proceedings, so as to deter- 
mine if he was able to pay his debts. 

Otis & Pressinger, who represent the club, 
did not press the examination, having ar- 
rived at an agreement with Mr. Herrick, 
whereby the latter was to pay one-third of 
the judgment down and the remainder in 
two months. Several days went by and Mr. 
Herrick made no effort to carry out his end 
of the agreement. After waiting for some 
time, Lawyer Otis t an order from Justice 
Conlan, ordering Mr. Herrick to again ap- 
pear for examination. The order was 
served, but Mr. Herrick apparently paid no 
attention to it and yesterday he was direct- 
ed to appear and show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt in failing to 
obey the previous orders. 

Lawyer Otis argued that Mr. Herrick was 
perfectly able to pay the club what he owed, 
but that he showed no disposition to do so. 
He stated that when he first talked of bring- 
ing suit to recover the amount due the club, 
Mr. Herrick told him that he could go on 
and sue, but that he never would get any- 
thing. Mr. Herrick’s lawyer said that his 
client intended to pay when he could, but 
that he had been very busy lately, and 
when the court orders were served on him 
he was about to leave for Boston on busi- 
ness. ' 

Justice Conlan was inclined to pursue the 
usual course and suspend punishment in the 
contempt proceedings, provided that Mr. 
Herrick submitted to examination at once. 
Counsel for Mr. Herrick insisted, however, 
that a judgment should be passed in the 
contempt matter. Justice Conlan thereupon 
fined Mr. Herrick $25 and ordered him to 
appear and submit to an examination to- 
morrow. 

“I think,” said the Justice, in passing 
sentence, “‘that this man_ should pay his 
club dues, and I propose to find out if he has 
the means to do it.”

The Board of Classification. 


One opinion handed down by the Board of 
Classification of the United States General 
Appraisers yesterday was as follows: H. 
Wolft & Co. protested against an assessment 
of duty at 50 cents a pound and 30 per 


cent. ad valorem (under the provision in 
Paragraph 320 for “labels for garments or 
other articles composed of cotton or other 
vegetable fibre’’) upon certain woven 
strips of white cotton, about three-quar- 
ters of an inch in width and one yard or 
more in length, with letters of the alphabet 
woven therein with red threads. The prot- 
estants claimed that the goods were dutia- 
ble at 45 per cent. ad valorem, either as 
tapes or otherwise, under Paragraph 320 or 
822. The board found that the merchandise 
had been properly assessed.

VOLUNTEERS NOT 10 BLAME 


Gen. Wingate Says the War De- 
partment Cannot Shift Respon- 
sibility for Camp Scandals. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION NEEDED 


Not the National Guard, but the Regu- 
lar Service Needs Reforming, He 
Says—Experience of the Civil 
War Was Disregarded. 


Gen. George W. Wingate, ex-Inspector 
General of Rifle Practice for this State, 
spoke yesterday in strong condemnation of 
the effort, evident in Washington and else- 
where, to shift the blame for the condition 
of the various army camps from the should- 
ers of the War Department to those of the 
State volunteer organizations, Gen. Win- 
gate has been President of the National 
Guard Association of the United States for 
twenty years, and has done much for the 
National Guard. His manual of rifle prac- 
tice was practically adopted by the regular 
army. 

“T feel that I speak for every Guardsman 
in the United States,’”’ said Gen. Wingate, 
“when I denounce the attempt of the War 
Department to saddle upon the volunteers 
the awful responsibility for the camp condi- 
tions that have sent the flower of our young 
men to needless graves and to premature 
decay. When the War ‘Department says 
that its brigade and division heads did not 
know the condition of affairs, and tries to 
make it appear that the Colonels of volun- 
teer troops failed to report to them the 
actual conditions, I want to ask what the 
daily sick list was for. Every day the doc- 
tors made out lists, showing the well and 
the sick. This list was sent to brigade and 
division headquarters, When the heads saw 
that there was 20 per cent. of sickness in a 
certain» command, why did not the com- 
manding officer of the division make it his 
business to find out why it was so? Do you 
suppose for a moment that during the civil 
war Gen. Grant or Gen. Sherman would not 
have known what was going on in his 
camp? The brigade and division heads 
knew perfectly well that the Colonels were 
under orders to put their troops in certain 
places in the camp, and to keep them there. 


“We are told by a noble army of apolo- 
gists that the trouble was red tape, or, in 
other words, regulations. Do they expect 
the American people to believe that the 
army regulations are like acts of Congress 
that cannot be changed at once? Every 
sensible citizen ought to know that the regu- 
lations of the army are simply orders like 
those given by the head of any big business 
house, and can be changed whenever the 
occasion requires it. During the campaign 
around Vicksburg Gen. Grant wanted to get 
his men in a hurry over a certain danger- 
ous piece of country. I think it was Milli- 
ken’s Bend. He issued orders to the Quar- 
termasters to load up every wagon with 
rations as fast as it came up and send it 
right off without waiting a second for the 
vouchers prescribed in the regulations. 
Grant got his men where he wanted them, 
and no one ever heard anything about his 
wanton disregard of red tape. 


Some Recent History. 


“The War Department says that the Na- 
tional Guard needs to be reorganized to 
avoid these scandals in the future. The 
need of reorganization lies exclusively with 
the regular army, and the department is 


trying to cover up its own inefficiency by 
trying to make it appear that the volunteers 
broke down in camp. Nothing is further 
from the truth. The selection of the camp 
site at Chickamauga was the work of the 
regular army. What more hideous blunder 
was made than that? Were the volunteers 
responsible for that? After putting the 
troops in a camp that simply invited death, 
the men are blamed now because they ate 
some watermelon or drank cold water after 
qa or now and then ate some green 
ft. 


“ What was done when the United States 
undertook to move the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment out of Camp Black. Right here in 
New Y¥ork City there was so much delay 
that the troops were nearly twenty-four 
hours without rations. After doing all it 
could at Washington to break down the men 
by the selection of unhealthful camps and 
insufficiency of rations, the department now 
gets up in righteous indignation and yells 
at the volunteers: ‘Why did you get sick, 
anyway?’ 

“Look at the situation at Camp Thomas: 
We take an army there to season it. After 
three months, when it’ ought to be fit to 
fight for its life, it can scarcely march half 
a dozen miles, and a large percentage of 
its strength is in the hospitals. If we had 
kept our brave boys there long enough we 
wouldn’t have had an army at all. I need 
not dwell on the camping in the woods, ex- 
cept to say that every book on military 
camping warns against camping in shaded 
places, always recommending the open, sun- 
ny places as the most healthful. If the Na- 
tional Guard needs reorganization, then 
what must the army need when three gen- 
eral officers—Gens. oe, Sanger, and Mat- 
tock—say in their report that no lime or 
other disinfectants could be secured from 
the Medical or Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, although repeated requisitions were 
made for them? We were told that the 
camp at Chickamauga was established for 
the purpose of giving opportunity for the 
manoeuvring of large bodies of troops, but 
nothing of the kind was done except in the 
matter of a few parades. 

“The idea of forming one large, unwieldy 
camp is now seen to have been monstrous. 
Better far to have had small camps with 
5,000 to 10,000 men in each. It was proved 
in the civil war that small camps were the 
best. Regiments could be more easily moved 
about in them, and the responsibility would 
fall directly upon the division commander. 


Too Much Centralization. 


“T think it would be difficult to get vol- 
unteers now. Before we can gain the con- 
fidence of the people who make up the vol- 
unteers we must make a complete reorgani- 
zation of the army. We must sweep away 


the whole system of centralization now ex- 
isting at Washington. A General like Gen. 
Wheeler, for instance, if he wants to move 
his men, should be allowed to do so without 
having it done through Washington, and a 
General should have the power to tell his 

uartermasters what he wants, and see that 
it is enforced. The French had the same 
trouble in their war with Germany. They 
undertook to run the war from Paris. As 
soon as the troops got into the field the de- 
partments broke down, simply because it is 
physically impossible for any one man to 
run a big army. We want to change things 
so that the Adjutant General will sit back 
where he belongs, and not practically rank 
the commanding General, and tell him what 
troops he shall or shall not parade with. 
Wotld the Adjutant General have dared to 
interfere with Gen. U. 8S. Grant as he has 
with Gen, Miles?’”’ 

Gen. Wingate read a letter he had just 
received from Col. H. M. Boies of Scranton, 
Penn., formerly Colonel of the Thirteenth 
Pennsylvania. The Colonel said that he be- 
lieved that a crisis had arrived in the mili- 
tary history of the mnogo and a reorgani- 
zation of the army was imperative, Gen. 
Wingate is receiving from all parts of the 
coun correspondence of a similar tenor. 
Gen. Wingate is a veteran of the civil war, 
and many Setarans are among his corre- 
spondents, !

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. | 
President Callaway of the New York 
Central Expects an Increase 


in Traffic This Fall. 


President S. R. Callaway of the New York 
Central Railroad says that the outlook for 
an improvement in railroad traffic is very 
good. Commenting on the falling off, in 
New York Central earnings this Summer, he 
said: ‘‘ The decrease in freight traffic up to 
this time has been owing mainly to the unus- 
ual conditions affecting wheat transportation, 
An abnormal movement m wheat and flour 
was caused by the Leiter deal, but since 
that time there has been practically no 
movement at all. It will probably be late 
in the Fall before the eastward movement 
of wheat begins. Farmers, having become 
imbued with the idea that they must get a 
dollar a bushel for their wheat, will un- 


doubtedly hold off as long as possible for a 
good market. 

“TIT am of the opinion that we shall have 
a good Fall business. Shipments of mer- 
chandise appear to be inereasing, and our 
passenger business gives promising indica- 
tions. Local passenger business on our lines 
is picking up rapidly, and when people be- 
gin to travel it is a pretty good indication 
that business is improving and that moncy 
is easier.’’ * 

Within the tast few days the New York 
Central lines have had use for ail of their 
available passenger cars in the transporta- 
tion of people home from the Summer re- 
sorts. The travel to and from the Adiron- 
dacks and the Thousand Islands has been 
greater during the past season than for 
many years. The railroad business between 
New York and Saratoga has also been much 
larger this Summer than usual. 





WESTERN PASSENGER POOL. 


Roads Between Chicago and St. Paul 
Come to an Agreement. 


It was reported in Wall Street yesterday 
that the railroads between Chicago and St. 
Paul had formed a pool to divide the pas- 
senger business between those points, the 
agreement to become ‘operative next 
Wednesday. Rates between the two cities 
have for a long time been in a demoralized 
state. Each road will report to the other 
the number of passengers carried each 
week, and business will be diverted to the 
line that has not had its quota, and that 
road will also be allowed to run cheap ex- 
cursions to make up its shortage.
